AT HEADOUARTERs. * 

The Republicans had designated the Grand 
Pacific Hotel as the place to receive the returns, 
and at an early bour there was scarcely standing- 
room in the lobby. Everybody seemed to de 
there, and they bad brought their friends with 
them, and a bettet hu crowd has seldom 
assem vied. * — in’ the city was repre- 
sented, and by ntial business-men, and 
never before was as great an interest manifested 
upon such an occasion. 

The returns began to come in about 8 o’clock, 
the first being from the Third Precinct of the 
Second Ward. It showed large Republican 
gains, and, upon the announcement being made, 
the enthusiasm was unbounded, as it was taken 
as an omen Of what was to follow. Subsequent 
returns sho gains, and the crowd 

their air and rejoiced as only 
publicans could after the flabt they had gone 
through, with a majority of 5,000 in the city to 
overcome. As return after return was read, the 
scene was beyond description. What har 
been enthusiasm grew to wild delight, 
and as time wore on the crowd’ increased 
until the lobby’ was so densely packed that 
hats could no longer be tossed or arms swune. 
The feeling of the crowd, however, could not be 
suppressed, for when unable to do anything 
else, on account of the density of the gathering, 
cheer after cheer went up as the announcements 
of gains in Democratic strongholds and in- 
creased majorities in Republican localities were 
made. The tidings from Wisconsin, Massachu- 
setts, and New York only added to the enthusi- 
asm, and to say that the crowd was wild ‘but 
half expresses its real condition. Many were 
there who bad burrahed before, but they outdid 
themselves; and many who had never mingled 
with such a crowd, or taken an interest in the 
result of an election, will be hoarse to-day.

These dispatches, of course, created the wil d- 
est enthusiasm, and the points made in them 
were heartily appreciagfed, but by none with 
more earnestness than the irish Republicans, 
of whom there were quite a number in the 
audience. 

At alate hour, and after the dispatches had 
ceased to come, —after an unexpectedly large 
majority had been assured,—Gov. Cullom, who 
bad been a spectator during the evening, was 
noticed perched upon the main stairway sur- 
rounded by a bevy of friends, and was called 
upon for a speech. He responded, and was 
greeted with three cheers before he could say 
anything. He congratulated the Repub- 
licans upon ‘their brilliant victory, and said 
it meant that this was a Nation, and 
that the Brigadiers must take a back seat. The 
issue had been a square one, and Cook County 
had said that the States were not a rope of 
sand. [Applause]. It meant also that in 1880 
a Republican President would be elected, and 
that benceforth the entire power of the country 
would be pledged to see that every man, white 
or black,—whether be lived tn Mississippi or 
Illinois, —was protected in the right to vote ac- 
cording to the dictation of his own conscience, 
and that blood would be spilled to that end, if 
it was necessary. [Prolonged applause.} He 
was proud of the victory achieved, and in con- 
clusion predicted that it was the omen of even 
a more brilliant victory to come. 

At the conclusion of his speech Gov. Cullom 
introduced Senator Johnson, the Treasarer- 
elect, who was greeted with deafening applause. 


which had once indicated the locality where 
Moses and his barrel were to be found. It was 
intended that the headquarters should be lo- 
cated at the Palmer House during the evening, 
but the “byes” had become so discouraged 
that they retired to the slums and saloons from 
which the election had called them. At the 
Palmer House almost the only prominent leader 
and candidate visible was Judge Wallace, who ac- 
knowledged that the light bad gone out early 
in the evening.

The absence of 
any of the notable leaders was as peculiar as it 
was significant, while a baker’s dozen only held 
the fort in the vain hope that New York or 
Massachusetts might furnish something to crow 
over. 

A mournful quiet pervaded the Socialistic 
headquarters last night. Schilling, Grotkau, 
and other leaders held down the benches and 
expectantly awaited returns. In the early part 
of the evening the cheering news which was 
brought in insptred the watchers with tne hope 
that they would poll 9,000 votes. The- announce- 
ment of these figures as certain induced the 
editor of the Arveiter-Zeitung to introduce a 
ean of beer, which was eagerly quaffed by the 
thirsty crowd and its duplication called for. 
George Schilling pensively remarked, as he sat 
in front of the fire, trying to keep it warm, 
“These counterfeit Democratic tickets have 
hurt us. Moses sent men out this morning 
with a scratched ticket, which they said I had 


| riven them. And then,“ continued the Social- 


ist leader, with a burst of confidence, * these 
prosperoussimes have hurt our party.“ 

The reports which came in were very meagre 
and unsatisfactory. The announcement that 
the Republicans had carried the election was 
hailed with a sudden burst of silence. Fried- 
mann, the Berlin Socialist who has just arrived 
in his country. explained his objection t6 the 
Prussian Government, and produced his notice 
to emigrate which that monarchy had served on 
bim. After congratulating each other on the 
gain which the party vote showed over last year, 
the Socialistic leaders dispersed to hunt up 
fuller information at Republican headquarters.

Boston, Mass., Nov. 4.—The result of to-day’s 
election iu Massachusetts is the defeat of Butler 
in as decided a manner as last year. The vote 
generally is considerably lighter than last year, 
owing largely to the feeling of contidence 
among Republicans that Butler had no show, 
and to the business boon, Returns are coming 
in good shape, and at this writing all but 85 
towns have been beard from. They give Long, 
regular Republican, 109,079; Butler, 95,112; 
Adams, regular Democrat, 8,679, showing 
a plorality for Long oft about 14,000 
thus lar. The towns yet to de 
heard from are all Republican, and it is expect- 
ed will swell Long’s plurality to rising 15,000. 
The total vote last year shows 134,724 for 
Talbot, Repuvliean, 100,435 for Butler, and 
10,168 for Judge Abbott, straight Democrat. 

The result to-night is regarded as altogether 
gratifying, Butier having brought into his party 
not only State issues and personal grievances, 
but town and city local affairs. He made it his 
business to ascertain whet coreplaints existed in 
all sections of the State, and bas made all man- 
per of promisesto all classes of the people. 
His coalition, it will thus be seen, was 
a difficult one to fight. Banded with him also 
were a number of shrewd, experienced political 
wire-pullers, led by the Prince of qaucus-pack- 
ers, ex-Oollector Simmons, and these, baying a 
strong personal following, made a bot canvass 
for their chief.

PHILADELPHIA, Fa., Nov. „. — The Repub- 
licans are wild with rejoicing to-night over the 
greatest majority they have had in Penosyl- 
vaula since the election of Lincoln, except in 
the Grant-Greeley contest of 1872, when the 
Democrats practically made no fight. The 
claim of Col. Quay, the chief manager of the 
party, made at midnight is, that the City of 
Philadelphia bas gone Republican by over 
30,000, and the State by over 50,000. These 
figures may be lessened by full returns from 
the interior counties, bus there ig no 
reason t0 suppose that ther will 
be much smaller. The wildest 
hopes of the Republicans heve been more than 
realized. The trutn is that there bas been no 
life whatever in the Democratic canvass. Sen- 
ator Wallace, the ablest organizer of the party, 
allowed his opponents, the Tüden-Randall fac- 
tion, to dictate the nominees and run the cam- 
paign in their own way, believing defeat to be 
a foregone conclusion from the first. Such 
organization as the Democrats have had was 
under the personal direction of Mr. Barr, the 
candidate for Treasurer, and he expected 
to carry the State by a ‘still bunt.” 
The vote in Philadelphia was heavy, 
but in the rural districtea it seems 
to have been light, owing to Democratic indiffer- 
ence. The heavy Republican vote of this city 
is partly accounted for by the fact that the slate 
of the officeboldera’ ring of that party was 
broken by the assaults of the press before the 
nominating convention, which on its assembling 
put an excellent county ticket in the field. The 
merits of this ticket brought out thousands of 
business men of Republican predilections who 
do not usually take part in any but Presidential 
elections. 

Butler, the successful candidate for State 
Treasurer, is a brother of United States Judge 
Butler, recently appomted to the Bench of 
this district by President Hayes.

THE RAILROADS. 


A Probably Unsuccessful Fight 
Against Mr. John C. 
Gault. a 


Jay Gould Elected a Director of 
the Hannibal & St. Joe 
Road. 


Various Items Concerning Rail- 
roads in Chicago and 
Elsew here. 


A New Oonnection Said to Be Oontemplated 
by the Northwestern Road. 


THE HANNIBAL & 8ST. JOE. 

The annual meeting of the stockholders of the 
Hannibal & St. Joe Railroad was held at Hanni- 
bal Mondar, but thus far no authentic informa- 
tion regarding the result of the meeting has 
been received. The action of the meeting seems 
to be withheld for some reason or other. Tus 
Tum is enabled, however, to state that Jay 
Gould bas succeeded io getting on the Directory 
of the road. From private sources it is learned 
that of the four new Directors to be chosen, Mr. 
Gould hiaiselfis one, and his friend Russell 
Sage another. The other two men, it is under 
stood, have been re-elected. Ihe fact that Mr. 
Gould bas been elected a Director does not im- 
ply, bowever, that he will be able to control the 
road. On the contrary, it is claimed 
that the old management will be 
continued and the same policy as heretofore 
pursued. Mr. Gould, it is understood, controls 
14,000 shares of the Hannibal & St. Joe stock, 
and two Directors was all he asked for. The 
evident object of Mr. Gould in getting on the 
Directory of this road is to get the use of the 
line from Hannibal and Quincy to Moberly. 
Mo., where connection is made with the St. 
Louis, Kansas City & Northern to give the 
Wabasb an outlet from the above-named points. 
For the rest of the Hannibal & St. Joe he bad 
no use, and he will not meddie with 
it. As is well known, the Chicago, 
Burlington & Quincy has been trying 
for some time past to secure control of 
this property, which forms its natural outiet to 
Southwestern points. Had it succeeded, the 
Wabash would not have been able to run a 
through line via Moberly, which it is now ena- 
bled todo. At the same time the arrangement 
cannot be otherwise than satisfactory to the 
Chicago, Burlington & Quincy, which will be 
able to keep up its present arrangements with 
the road. 


AN ANTI-GAULT CLIQUE. 

It is rumored that great efforts are being 
made in certain quarters to defeat the appoint- 
ment of Mr. Jobn C. Gault as General Manager 
of the new Wabash, St. Louis & Pacific Rail- 
road. These efforts, it is said, are being made 
in the ſuterest of Mr. A. L. Hopkins, who, it is 
understood, does not relish the idea of being 
pushed aside. The pian of the friends of Mr. 
Hopkins is to induce the new Board, at its meet- 
ing in New York next Friday, to upset the ar- 
rangement with Mr. Gault, and, instead, let the 
Vice-Presidents, which, it is understood, will be 
Messrs. Lewis and Hopkins, manage the proper- 
ty. There is but littic prospect, however, that 
this new scheme will succeed. Mr. Gould, who 
guides the affairs of the new line, is known 
to be dissatisfied with the way in 
which Mr. Hopkins managed the Wabash, and 
he himself tnvited Mr. Gault to assume the 
management of the consolidated line, and the 
latter would not bave thrown up bis position 
with the Chicago, Milwaukee & St. Paul if be 
had not had a definit arrangement with Mr. 
Gould. While the new Board will bave to elect 
new officers for the road, yet it is bardly 
probable that they will or can go back on the 
slate made by Mr. Gould, who controls the 
road, and who will see to it that bis directions 
are carried out. In spite of the efforts that are 
being made by Hopkins’ friends to have the 
slate revised, there is not the least likelihood 
that it will de done, but the Directors will 
ratify it from top to dottom. The slate 
is as follows: President, . W. Field, New 
York; First Vice- ot, B. W. Lewis, 
St. Louis; Second Vice-President, A. IL. Hop- 
kins, New York: John C. Gault, St. Louis, Gen- 
eral Manager ; K Aodrews, General Superin- 
tendeot of the roads east of the Mississippi, 
Toledo; T. McKissock, General Superintendent 
of the roads west of the Mississippi, St. Louis. 
Mr. Hopkins will have charge of certain Gnan- 
cial affairs at New York. Mr. Lewis will take 
part in the active management of the road. This 
slate has been carefully prepared by Mr. Gould, 
and it is generally conceded that it is a good 
one. It is Mr. Gould’s evident desire to have 
the property carefully and conservatively man- 
aged hereafter, and avoid such disastrous wars 
and complications as have characterized the 


| Hopkins management. 


A NEW CONNECTION.

DEATA OF LADY GOOCH. 


The Curtain Falls on One of London's 
Strangest Dramas—The Seamy Side of Life 
in Vanity Fair. 

New York Herald. 

Loxwpon, Oct. 31.—Lady Gooch, wife of Sir 
Francis Gooch, well knownin connection with 
her attempt to palm off a spurious child on her 
husband. is dead. 

Thus ends the strange history which startled 
London a year ago. Lady Gooch bas not died 
unpitied. Ever since the December morning 
when the Recorder of London said that the law 
did not care to deal with her offense and the 
Grand Jury refused to find a true bill against 
her, public opinion has been veering in her 
favor, and, while it could not justify, has yet de- 
clined to condemn. English society bas come 
to believe that she was more sinned against than 
sinning. To the foreigner the case was mainly 
interesting for the light it threw on the deca- 
dence of a very old Egegliish family. The 
Gooches were not ennobled, but for centuries 
they bad been lords of Suffolk domain. They 
had given Judges to the Bench, Generals to the 
army. and Bishops to the WUburch. Their 
founder had m 1727 been created Lieutenant- 
Governor of Virginia, and it is said of bim that 
neither inhabitants nor merchants ever com- 
plained of his administration. Sir Francis, the 
eighth Baronet, succeeded to the title and es- 
tates when he was barely of age. His brother 
had suddenly died, leaving a young widow, and 
from the position of a peoniless younger son he 
became at a bound owner of Benacre Hal! anda 
magnificent rent-roll. His first step was to 
marry Miss Annie Sutherland, to whom he had 
for a year been engaged. She was a country 
squire’s daughter, pretty and lovable. 
For a while all was happiness. Sir 
Francis bought bia, younger brother a commis- 
sion, took his sisters and mother to live at the 
Hall, and in the summer of 1873 Lady Gooch 
gave birth to a so. Ono the same day Lady 
Eleanor. the dowager, married again. Then 
the beir died, and the new-found bappivess 
gradually melted away.

CLEOPATRA’S NEEDLE. 


Causes of the Trouble About Its Removal—

were accorded to England, when two years ago 

Mr. Dixon took away the other obelisk from 

Alexandria to London. These privileges in- 

clude the exemption from Custom-House duties 

of such machinery and material as may be 
brougbt to Egypt for the purpose of removing 
the obelisk, and will probabiy be at once grant- 
ed by the Khedive. Lieut.-Commander Gor- 
ringe’s assistant has been in Alexandria some 
ten days making inquiries as to the cost of em- 
barking the obelisk and taking measuremenis, 


etc. 

It isto de boped that the removal of the 
obelisk will take place at as early a period as 
possible, for there already exists considerable 
opposition to the project, and this opposition, 
owing to the various articles which have lately 
appeared in the Arabic newspapers, is rapidly 
increasing. I translate the following paragraph 
from the Young Zgypt, a verv influential and 
respectable newspaper published at Alexandria 
in Arabic and French: 

America is making preparations to take away 
from us the sole obelisk of Cleopatra which we aow 
possess. This news astonishes us. and we cannot 
believe that itis trae. This monument belongs to 
the country, and no one can dispose of it without 
the authorization of the nation. 

If this be allowed we may find some day that the 
Pyramids are transformed into stone quarries and 
used for building houses. 

The time has come when more attention should 
be given to the preservation of our artistic wealth. 
and more respect accorded to the vestiges of the 
past which once made Egypt glorious. 

The tone of several of the more local papers 
is much more violent. I had the following con- 
versation on the subject with Mehemet Ali Bey, 
a son of a former Minister of War and an ſuflu- 
ential member of the young Egyptian” party, 
who go in for all sorts of reforms, and who ex- 
ert considerable influence. in the vresent Gov- 
ernment. Mebemet Ali Bey is rather a favor- 
it of the Khedive, and has constant access to 
bis presence. 

“Why do rou make such a fuss about the 
United States taking away this obelisk,” 1 in- 

uired, when to say nothing about the half- 
dosen obelisks scattered about Europe, only 
two years ago there was no opposition to Eu- 
giand’s carrying off the twin obelisk to this one 


to London?” 

The Bey replied: “Two years ago Ismail 
Pacha was ruining the country, right and left, 
and no Egyptian dared say a word, no matter 
what he did. Besides, the obelisk now ia Lon- 
don was given ogland by Mebemet Ali 
Pacha fifty years and was lying two-thirds 
huried ia the sand, where nobody could see it. 
But this obelisk is standing frmiy on its pedes- 
tal in the same position which it has occupied 
for over 1,800 years.” 

i suggested that it was now too late to make 
any opposition about the removal of the obelisk, 
because the mischief, as they called it, bad al- 
ready been done. Ismail Pacha, when Khedive, 
had offered the obelisk to the United States, 
which had accepted ive offer and acted upon it. 
A coutract bad thus been established which, ac- 
cordivg to the well-establisbed usage between 
nations, was irrevocable dy any subsequent 
ruler; so that, even if the present Knedive 
should be — to 3 his father’s gift, he 
would be powerless to do 60. 

The Bey at once said: ‘ [know exactly what 
the Khedive thinks about it. Ge is very muck 
opposed to te idea of having this obelisk or 
anv other of the valuable monuments of Egypt 
leaving the country. Aod moreover there is at 
this moment a strong pressure put upon the 
Khedive to induce bim to refuse to permit the 
opelisk’s leaving Alexanddria.”’ 

I asked: “Do you know of any other partier 
besides Ecyptians who urge the Khedive to re- 
fuse?”

Capsizing of s Brigantine iu the Gulf of 
Mexico—Six Sailors Lost or Missing—Awful 
Expertence of Two Survivors. 

New Ortzans, La., Nov. 2.—The Spanish 
steamer Enrique, from Matatizas, brought to 
this port two seamen, Gustav Michel, a German, 
and Antonio Diaz, à Spaniard, the sole sur- 
vtvors of the American brigantine Sally, Capt. 
Jose Artigea Aharez, which was capsized in the 
Gulf, about 100 miles southeast of South Pass 
light. The Sally was owned at Key West, and 
left Pensacola for Havana with a heavy 
load of lumber on the 25th of Octo 
ber. Michel, who was on his way to 
Havana to join the British brig florence 
as mate, says the crew consisted of eight men. 
It was blowing hard at the time they left Pen- 
sacola and the brig was found to be leaking 
badly, as soon as they got to sea. The pumps 
were kept going from the start. On the Loth 
the wind had increased toa terrific gale, the 
heavy sea sweeping the foreyard every moment. 
early in the morning of the next day (Sunday), 


the crew, who had been constantly at the 
pumps, were only able to get some breai and 
coffec, the last meal they Were destined to eat 
together. 

The next day, about 8 o’clock in the morning, 
the vessel was thrown on her beam ends, and it 
was impossible for her to recover her equi- 
librium, being tow bopelesly water-lozged. 
Michel had Jashed himself to the wheel, of 
which he was in charge at the time the vessel 
went over, and to this, in all probability, he 
owed his safety. The steward was killed by 
the falling of the mainmast, which went by the 
board as the veseel capsized, and the only 
other survivor, strange to say, was saved by be- 
ing entangled in the rigging at the time. The 
two survivors were, therefore, enabled to climb 
to the side of the vessel then out of water and 
hola on. The Captain, mate, and three of the 
crew managed to get in the long-boat just as 
the vessel went over. They dared not come 
near the wreck for fear of being swamped in at- 
tempting to save their two comrades, neither 
of whom could swim. Ten minutes after the 
long boat left the wreck it was lost sight of. A

Up to the foliowing Friday the two men held 
on desperately to the wreck, with nothing to 
drink but salt water and the blood of a cat, 
which they killed and eat, dividing six 
spoonfuls of the blood between them. 
Diaz, who speaks only Spanish, gave your 
correspondent the following addiuoual particu- 
Jars. He says that be was trying to free the 
longboat from the fastenings at the moment 
the vessel capsized. At that instant he lost all 
sense of conse.ousness. When he revived be 
found bimseif entangled in the main rigging 
from which he extricated bimselt and climbed 
up on the mast. As the longboat drifted to 
leeward the Captain called to him to jump. At 
that time, however, it was too far, and he dared 
not attempt it,.as he could not swim. 

Daring the five days they el to the side of 
the vessel their sufferings, Loth from hunger 
and thirst, became intolerable. The vessei, to 
whose sides they clung, still rolled beavily iu 
the swell of the sea, exbausting every moment 
the little strength they had. On Thursday they 
sighted a dark, which they made

did not heed them, and 80 

passed on. On Friday morning, after dividing 
the blood of the cat between them with the 
most scrupulous exactness, both agreed if as- 
sistance did not appear before night to relax 
their -hold upon the vessel and dropinto the 
sea. Endurance could go no further, and they 
both reasoaed that death would be easier than 
the sufferings they endured. Toward noon of 
that day Michel became delirious, and Diaz 
found it almost impossible to control him. 
His mouth has;become sore and swollen from 
the use of the salt water, which he would per- 
sist io drinking, and it was impossibie to under- 
stand what he wanted to say, even when his 
detiriam had passed off. Diaz says he was sure 
that assistance would come in the time they 
agreed to wait for it, and his only way was to 
keep his companion in the same hopeful spirit. 

Late on Friday afternoon they were aroused 
from the almost despair into which both had 
now fallen by the the 1 of a large 
steamer bearing down toward them.

THE ELECTION IN CHICAGO. 

The result of the election in this city and 
county yesterday gives unmistakable evi- 
dence that the heart in Chicago 
beats in sympethy with that of the people 
of Ohio, Maine, California, Pennsylvania, 
Wisconsin, Iowa, and of the whole North. 
The Republicans of Chicago and of the 
county have elected their entire tickets, with- 
out exception, and by majorities of the most 
unusual magnitude. : 

The causes leading up to this result are 
very evident. The action of the Democratic 
Congress last winter and during the three 
months’ extra session disclosed what was to 
be the future policy of a Democratic majori- 
ty in the Government. The attempt to dis- 
band the army, to repeal the Election lawa, 
and to starve the Government into 
submission aroused the indignation of 
the American people. Though Chicago, 
in April last, elected a Democratic 
Mayor by 5,000 majority, the city yesterday, 
by even a greater majority, elected the entire 
Republican ticket. Another cause leading 
up to this result was the respectable charac- 
ter of the Republican Convention and the 
more than ordinary excellence of the nomi- 
nations. Messrs. Surrn and JonNson were 
men worthy of an effort to elect them, and 
they were elected. 

The Democratic Oonvention thought 
proper to plece this contest upon National 
grounds. Judge Oris, in his speech to the 
Convention, said the candidates were of 
minor concern, as the issue was to prepare 
the way by a big victory in 1879 for the 
grand National Democratic victory of 1880. 
Judge Tum and Mayor Hanson 
in their speeches insisted that the 
Democratic victory this year was but the 
sign of the great National victory of next 
year. Still again, a Democratic victory in 
Chicago at this time, it was urged, would 
operate as a check to the Grant Boom 
by being made part of the welcome to Grant. 

The response to all this is given in the 
tables of the vote yesterday. The Repub- 
lican majority in the city is 5,200, and in the 
city and county 10,000. In the language of 
Judge Orm, this election gives a certain indi- 
cation of how Chicago will vote next year at 
the Presidential election. 


GENERAL DEMOCRATIC DEFEAT, 

New York, Massachusetts, Pennsylvania, 
Wisconsin, and Minnesota respond to Cali- 
fornia, Maine, and Ohio. All sections of 
the country, with the exception of the South, 
have now voted against Sectionalism. 

It is too early to write definitly of major- 
ities. The general result is so satisfactory, 
so emphatic in the universality of popular 
sentiment all over the country, that the 
growth of majorities will soarcely add to 
the satisfaction of the Nationalists, 
and the whittling down thereof will 
not bring much _ oonsolation to the 
Sectionalists. The struggle was over the 
issue precipitated by the Democrats at the 
last session of Congress (for the Ohio Idea 
was disposed of by the vote of that State), 
and the Republicans have triumphed at the 
polls as they did on the battle-fleld. The 
outcome of this fall’s elections foreshadows 
the final victory of the National school of 
polities in the Presidential election of next 
year. 

As to New York, it is certain that Mr. 
Com, is elected. This eliminates Mr. 
Tun from the Presidential contest. It is 
more a defeat of Tub than a 
defeat of Roprsox, for Rosrmson, 
accerding to all accounts, had made 
a good Governor, and he undoubtedly re- 
ceived a large number of Republican votes, 
owing to the anti-Corxiine sentiment which 
antagonized Corwen. If the Republicans 
have elected the remainder of their ticket as

ENGLAND'S COMMERCIAL OUTLOOK. 

The recent visits of several af England's 
prominent men to this country have revealed 
the extent of the alarm created in that coun- 


try by the long period of commercial depres- 
sion, to which ‘numerous and serious labor 
strikes and dissension among the English and 
Irish agriculturists have been incidental, 
The present condition of England is in many 
respects similar to that during the decade 
following the close of the French war of the 
early part of this century and the final over- 
throw of the First Narouzon, The England 
of that time was described by the eminent 
German statesman Baron Sr in the fol- 
lowing language : 

„The state of England seems to me very seri- 
ous; a church, the Anglican, confronting sti 
and oppressively the Noncouformist half of the 
people; its clergy for the most part non-resident, 
—that is, distant from the scene of their vocation, 
and not troubiing themselves about it; a nodlesse 
that has almost monopolized landed proverty, and 
by ita Corn laws drives bread to a price almost 
twice as high as with us; a population half of 
which is crowded into the towns, and so becomes 
dependent on all the accidents of trade and com- 
merce, and isexposed to the moat crushing want; 
a steady persistency in injustice towards 6, 000, 000 
Irish Catholics, whose treatment exhibits scenes of 
murder, persecution, epoliation anparalleledin the 
sixteenth ana seventeenth ceataries,—all caused 
by legislation, which ought to protect life and 


property; an enormous national debt; and at the 


top of the Government s King dropsical and ex- 
hausted by sensuality, a successorin bad health, 
and after bie near decease a child, a minority,” 

The fact to which we desire to direct 
special attention is. that, notwithstanding the 
dark outlook for England’s future as thus 
pictured by oneof the leading minds of the 
day, there was a gradual, steady recuperation 
which led up to a long era of unparalleled 
prosperity, The stability of the English 
Government, the character of the English 
people, and the improvement of the present 
state of things in England over that of 1815- 
1830, warrant the hope and the belief 
the English people will emerge from titi 
present depression, which is already lighten- 
ing, more quickly and surely than from that 
of the early part of this century, and then 
enter upon a new and prolonged era of 
prosperity such as followed the former de- 
jection. ‘ 

The conditions of England to-day, not- 
withstanding the hard times that have 
prevailed for 80 many years and the 
surcharge of distress growing out 
of the failure of this year's crops, 
are superior to those of the period deseribed 
by Sram. The Church is more liberal, the 
nobility less aggressive, and the personal 
government more respectable. The Corn 
laws no longer exist, and their repeal was 
the inauguration of many imporiant reforms 
which have elevated the people and increased 
their opportunities for material and political 
advancement. The persecution of the Irish 
on account of their religion was finally aban- 
doned with the disestablishment of the 
Anglican Church in Ireland, and the present 
hardships that fall upon the Irish agricultural 
laborers are shared by the English agricultural 
laborers, and are due to the hereditary sys- 
tem of land-tenure, for which the leading 
publicists are beginning to seek a remedy. 
The national debt of to-day is much less of 
a burden than it was after the war with 
France. The population is nearly double 
what it was then, and the charge per capita 
proportionately reduced. There has been 
a vast accumulation of capital during 
the past forty years; and, though 
serious losses have been encountered 
by the heavy defaults in the payment 
of moneys loaned to foreign Governments 
and corporations, the surplus of capital is 
probably several times as large as it was in 
the early part of the century. Finally, Ea- 
gland has now a decided advantage over the 
England of that period, inasmuch as she is 
not embarrassed with the problem of resump- 
tion, which she then had to solve, as the 
United States was recently obliged to, but is 
blessed with a currency of coin and bank- 
notes protected by actual bullion deposits. 
These important differences between the 
present era of depression and that which ex- 
tended from 1815 to 1830 will enable the 


rapidly, in which effort they will be materi- 
ally aided by the growing business of the 
United States and their own virtual monopoly 
of the carrying trade of the world. Already 
the mills and factories in Great Britain that 
have been shut down so long are beginning 
to start up again on the overflow from 
American trade. 

There is one relief which, though not yet 
generally recognized in England, must be 
cultivated in order to assure new and lasting 
prosperity; and that is the relief from 
an excess of population and an ex- 
cess of capital,—masses of impoverished peo- 
ple and coteries of concentrated wealth. 
Emigration to the United States and ihe 
British Possessions will supply the oppor- 
tunities for the useful and remunerative em- 
ployment of a large part of the idle men, and 
make more room for those who remain at 
home, America now offers a wide field and 
abundant resources for English capital, En- 
glish manufacturers, English artisans, and 
English agricultural laborers. The renewal 
of good times in this country will again 
stimulate the tide of emigration from En- 
gland, and such emigration will result in 6 
reciprocal benefit to both nations.

THE WELLAND CANAL, 

We printed op Saturday last an interest- 
ing statement of the present condition of the 
new Welland Canal connecting Lakes Erie 
and Ontario, and extending lake navigation 
to the St. Lawrence and thence to the At- 
lantic. The original construction of this 
canal was inspired by the beginning of the 
Erie Canal. The latter was completed in 
1826, and the Welland Canal was begun in 
1824. In December, 1829, just fifty years ago, 
the people of Buffalo were surprised by the

The Welland Oanal is 
generally open several weeks earlier in the 
spring than iw Buffalo harbor and the en- 
trance to the Erie Canal. The route from 
Chicago to Montreal will then be as open to 
any sized vessel as will be the harbor of Buf- 
falo. In fact, Montreal will be an actual 
port for foreign trade, as much so as New 
York, with the advantage of all the harbors 
on Lake Ontario, from which deliveries may 
be made to all points in New England. For 
all points in New England, and for shipment 


Canal will reduce the time from Ohicago 
probably three to five days from that con- 
sumed now by way of Buffalo and the 
Erie Canal to New York Gity, The redue- 
tion in the cost of transportation of course 
follows. It will have the effect of duplicating 
the facilities now furnished by the lakes 
and the Erie Oanal for cheap water trans- 
portation. It will enlarge the routes by water 
to the Eastern markets. 80 long as the 
season of navigation may continue it will 
furnish an absolute limitation on the rates of 
transportation by rail. 

It is, however, in its consequences that the 
completion of the Welland Canal will prove 
most valuable to the country. It will lead 
the Oanadians, in order to complete 
their system, to finish the Oaughna- 
wauga Canal, connegting the St. Lawrence 
River with Lake Champlain. This canal 
is ashortone, but when completed will carry 
the water-routes from the Northwest direct 
to Burlington and other pomts in Vermont, 
and thence in close, near, and direct com- 
munication with all parts of New Euglaud. 
With this canal completed there will be con- 
tinuons water communication without break- 
ing bulk from Chicago and from Lake Su- 
perior through the Welland Canal and the 
St. Lawrence River to Lake Champlain. 
This work will in turn gompel the State of 
New York to do something under penalty of 
losing the business which it now commands. 
It will at once haye to deepen, widen, and 
generally increase the capacity of the Erie 
Canal. The State of New York has collected 
from tolls on that canal a surplus of $40,- 
000,000, after paying all the cost of construe- 
tion, maintenance, and repairs, The Erie 
Canal. will no longer beable to compete 
with the completed Canadian system. Nor 
will this suffice. The Champlain Oanal 
must also be enlarged and extended, and the 
navigation of Lake Champlain must be car- 
ried down to the Hudson River. These two 
works must be undertaken and finished by 
the State of New York or the bulk of the 
traffic now carried through that State will be 
directed through this admirable system of 
Oanadian canals. So long as water transporta- 
tion shall be cheaper than rail transporta- 
tion, so long will the bulk of the business 
follow the water lines; and hence, whether 
transportation be by rail or water, the mini- 
mum of the water-rates must be the mari- 
mum of the rates by rail. The magnitude 
of the Welland Oanal will admit the passage 
of large steamers and barges with their im- 
mense cargoes, and in comparatively brief 
time; and the facilities thus afforded for the 
transportation of immense bulks of produce 
will be such a check and restraint upon the 
rates of rail transportation that the benefits 
resulting from the completidh of this canal 
will be felt by the owner of avery wheat-field 
and corn-field in the Northwest. 

The work is purely a Canadian one, for 
which the Dominien deserves the applause of 
mankind. It will prove a costly enterprise, 
so far as the cash outlay is concerned, but in 
its effects upon the problem of an American 
supply of food for the world it will prove 
most efficacious, aud the Canadian people de- 
serve great credit for their courage and for 
their energy. The State of New York is 
more populous than all Canada. It has 
more wealth, and is far more productive. It 
has at stake the possession of the foreign 
commerce of the Continent. Now, let it 
imitate the enterprise of the Dominion; let 
it enlarge the Erie and Champlain Oanals, 
or expect to see the commerce of the country 
go around by new, expeditious, and cheaper 
highways to market. 


THE BANKS AND THE STOCK-GAMBLERS, 

One of the saving commendations of the 
National Banking law is that it contains cer- 
tain checks and restraints which, if ob 
served, will prevent any serious losses to 
stockholders and depositors, One of these 
restraints is a prohibition of overdrafts, or 
of the certification of checks beyond the 
money actually on deposit in the bank to the 
credit of the drawer. Wall street has lately 
been wild in the business of stock-gambling. 
Millions upon millions of stocks have beon 
purchased on speculation, and prices of non- 
dividend-paying stocks have been quadrupled 
within a few weeks. These transac 
tions have been enommous in their 
amount, and have been substantial- 
ly all of a speculative character, 
and requiring large sums of money daily. 
Under this emergency the National banks of 
New York have been facilitating these opera- 
tions by the certification of checks far in 
excess of the money on deposit to the credit 
of the drawers. This is false certification. 
It is a loan of the eredit of the bank without 
security, at the risk of the bank, and in vio- 
lation of law. It is just that kind of illegit- 
imate business which the Banking law seeks 


and the means of the bank, and it imperils 
the property of all the actual depositors. It 
is, moreover, an incentive to reckless and 
desperate speculation, which it is to the 
interest of all banks, and to the interest of 
all legitimate commerce, to repress and dis- 
countenance. 

The Controller of the Ourrency, who is 
especially charged with the enforcement of 
the Banking lew, directed the Bank Ex- 
aminer in New York to notify the banks that 
this business of making false certification of 
checks must be discontinued, and now there 
is a general howl of rage in Wall street and 
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tains a discount in the regular way. The 
fact that a man wants to borrow money and 


the habit of certifying the checks of despe- 
rate speculators without security ought to so 
discredit that bank that ite depositors should 
withdraw their accounts, It was the duty 
of the Controller to have acted when he 
did, and not wait for the collapse in the 


the losers. It wes not his business to wait 
until some two or three banks were severely 
crippled, as is possible may be the case if 
this businegs be persisted in, , | 

Since this interruption in the false certif- 
cation of checks, there is a complaint of a 
great siringency in the New York money 
market. Money has become scarce and dear. 
The fact is it is locked up in stogk-specula- 
tions. The average receipts of gold from 
Europe in two months or more past have been 
at the rate of three millions of dollars a week. 
This abundance of money, this inflation, has 
begat this speculation, in which the utmost 
desperation has been shown. The more 
money within reach, the greater the specula- 
tion and the greater the stringency, The 
sooner the collapse comes, and come it must, 
the better it will be for the country, and if 
in that collapse any National banks be sub- 
jected to laws owing to false certification of 
checks or other illegal practices, they will 
find no sympathy. The sooner all that kind 
of business be rooted out of the National 
banks, the betier it will be for the banks and 
for the country. 

It is suggested that, if the Controller per- 
sist in prohibiting the false certification of 
checks, a number of National banks will sur- 
render their charters and reorganize as State 
banks, and then go into the false-certifica- 
tion business without restraint. All the bet- 
ter, The National banks depend for their 
existence upon the public confidence in the 
integrity of their modes of business and 
their compliance with the provisions of law. 
When they lose the confidence of the public, 
when they issue certified checks in cases 
where there is no money on deposit, when 
they lend their cfficial check to any gambler 
who applies for it,—then faith in their integ- 
rity will be lost, and the whole system will 
be swept out of existence. 

— 
WHY RUSSIA HATES GERMANY. 

The sudden coolnéss between the Russian 
and German people has grown into a polit- 
ical circumstance hardly less important in its 
phases or embarrassing in its influences 
upon European relations than the recent 
alliance between Germany and Austria It 
must be remarked, however, that the cool- 
ness is much more apparent than its causes. 
All sorts of ingenious theories have been de- 
vised to account for it,—some of them shrewd, 
but more of them sensational, and very few 
of them probable. Even the London Timea, 
which is supposed to be posted upon the do- 
ings of the inside in political circles, while 
indulging in many shrewd guesses, is frank 


enough to confess that it does not under. 


stand the real causes of this sudden popular 
antegonism. 
A recent letter in the New York 

Post from its Berlin correspondent, who has 
had opportunities of talking with influential 
Russians, throws more light upon the sub- 
ject than we have yet) seen, or at least states 
a series of causes that have an air of prob- 
ability about them, and an importance suffi. 
cient to warrant their presentation té the 
readers of Tae Trisuws as very suggestive 
factors in the present complication. Whether 
his version of the causes of the quarrel be 
true or not, the pretext of the quarrel is, 
and that we believe is stated by him for the 
firsts time. It seems that some time 
ago a Russian army officer wrote to the 
St. Petersburg Gasette from Dunaburg, charg- 
ing that the German volunteer fire com- 
panies in the Baltic provinces were traitorous 
organizations, This aroused much angry 
protest from the Germans. The Czar im- 
mediately ordered a suppression of the at- 
tacks made by the Russian press, but it was 
only fora time. On the 10th of September 
last another correspondent at the same place 
reiterated the charges, and made them with 
even more particularity. He affirmed that 
these companies were under the iufluence of 
Germany ; that they were modeled after the 
Tugendbund Association, organized by the 
Prussian Minister, Srem, for the purpose of 
freeing the frontier German provinces from 
France in 1813, and that it was their object 
to free the German Baltic provinces from 
Russia and unite them to Germany. The 
newspaper war broke out again, and more 
furiously than before, and even extended to 
those papers, both Russian and German, 


in respect to the Governments, and thus the 
war went on until the Russian Government 
papers charged thé Germans with treachery 
to the Russians at the Berlin Congress, and 
the Germans retorted with the most bitter 
assaults upon Russian mendacity and mis. 
representation, 

The Post's correspondent regards all this 
as the mere pretext, and looks deeper for the 
aause, which he finds in the Germanic lean- 
ings of the Ozar, whose mother was a Ger- 
man, the sister of the German Em and 
whose wife is a German, the daughter of 
Louis II. of Hessen. It is well enough 
known that the highest aspiration of the 
Russian people is to obtain a representative 
form of government, While this aspiration 
is secretly cherished by some, by others, like 
the Nihilists, it is openly avowed, They be- 
lieve that the Germans are openly 
ble for the continuance of the pre ent autoc- 
racy, and the substance of their testimony, 
as gathered by the Post's correspondent, is to 
the following effect : 

As sympathies are all German, and lead him 
to pass considerable time in Germany and to sur- 
round himself in St. Petersburg with Germans. 
These favorits, whose positions depend now alone 
upon the Ozar’s will, would lose all importance if 
the Russian people had a voice in the Government. 
They feel this, and do all in their power to prevent

The present tnvestigation into the alleged ſll- 
treatment of prisoners in the Milwaukee Hotse 
of Correction may. lead to some more thorough 
and reliable method of looking into the admin- 
istration of affairs in penal and other public ſu- 
stitutions then is usually practiced by those in 
authority. The Legialature of Wisconsin for- 
merly had a Committee on Charitable and Penal 
Institutions; and that Joint Committee, with 
the Governor, usually made a tour of inspection 
once a year to the State Prison and the eleemo- 
synary institutions of the State, to look into 
their condition, and report accordingly. The 
Superintendents were usually notified of their 
coming in advance, and had always ample time 
to put their houses in order; and the result 
was that the “visiting statesmen” went 
away after a delightful visit witm no more prac- 
tieal knowledge of the daily workings of the 
conceru than any other casual callers could ob- 
tain in a few bours. The inmates. were on 
dress- parade. and everything was at ite best. If 
there was a skeleton anywhere, it was kept in the 
closet, and not allowed to disturb the banquet- 
ing quests. Reports were generally favorable 
to the management. After a whiie, it was 
thought that a stricter and more thorough su- 
per vision ought to be e ever the publie 
prisons and asylums of the State, and the Board 
of Charities and Reforms was organized by law. 
It is authorized to look into the condition and 
management of the jails, poorhouses, prisons, 
insane asylums, and institutions for the educa- 
tion of the deaf and dumb and the blind, and 
report to the Governor, who reports to the Lec- 
slature. The present Board consists of A. E. 
Eutmors, of Non; H. H. duns, of Dane; 
Dr. W. W. Resp, of Jefferson; Dr. 
Vivian, of Iowa; and C. A. Hosxrms, 
of Milwaukee. All the members of the Board 
have been members of the Legislature, except 
Prof. Hoskins, and they are all intelligent and 
honorable gentlemen, who bave the confidence 
of the people. In their report one year ago, the 
Board spoke io terms of high praise of the man- 
agement of the House of Correction, where they 
are now called to investigate charges of the most 
serious maladministration and cruelty. The 
scandal has involved the reputation of so many 
high officials in ite ramifications, and the legal 
aspects of the case have assumed such a shape, 
that a thorough and deping investigation 
must now necessarily foRow.

WEEKLY REVIEW. 

Lowpon, Nov. 4.—The Mart Lane Nr 
says: “In the southern counties of England 
there are many fields of beans still exposed to 
the weather in the later districts. In Scotland 
the harvesting of oats still drags on. Irish ad- 
vices contrast favorably with these. The wet 
and foul condition of the land in England de- 
lays plowing. Comparatively little wheat is 
as yet sown. Despite the damp weather, a good 
deal of English wheat has been threshed lately, 
with Its fully confirming the shortness of 
the crop. The condition of the bulk of the 
wheat whick was offered for sale the past week, 
owing to the pressing pecuniary needs of farm- 
ers, has been anything bat good. Really sound 
grain, fit for milling or sowing, 

HAS BERN COMPARATIVELY RARE, 

and was unaffected by a decline of 1% per 
quarter, which has been generally quoted. The 
trade bas been very dull. If no further decline 
occurs in foreign wheat before the aporoach- 
ing closing of the Baltic porte by ice there ap- 
pears to be sufficient strength in the trade to 
withstand the action of America without the 
present range of values undergoing much 
alteration during the winter. Even if a slight 
further fall occur, it is more thamlikely that it 
will be speedily recovered under the influence of 
an increased demand for France.

Indian wheat has been arriving more freely, 
and bas attracted a fair share. of attention, 
thougn the activity therein will probably be less 
marked than in 1876, when large arrivals very 
sensibiy interfered with the sale of Russian and 
American descriptions.

— GALESBURG. 
A BIG RECEPTION. 
Snecial Dispatch to the Tribune. : 

LOMBARDVILLE, III., Nov. 4.—The biggest 
kind of a reception awaited the party at Gales- 
burg. Blazing bonfires, cheer mg. and surging 
crowds are features here as elsewhere, with the 
exception that everything here was on a bigger 
scale. As the train drew in, a flat car, trans- 
ferred into a platform, was run up and attached 
to the rear car. It was hung with red, white, 
and green colored lanterns, and the effect vro- 
duced was one of novel beauty. Mayor Green- 
leaf led Grant back to this iliuminated platform 
on wheels, and introduced him to the crowd, 
which must have numbered 5,000 people. Three 
lusty cheers were given, and Grant responded 
as follows: 

LADIES AND GENTLEMEN: It would be im- 
possibile for me te make myself heard by all of 
you or a large fraction of vou. even if I was in 
the babit of public speaking. I will do no 
more, therefore, tüau thank you for turning out 
at this time of night to welcome me on my way 
home, and I will say to you that in the two and 
a half years that I have been away from you I 
have had a very pleasant time. I have seen 
a great many pleasant people, and 1 
have been very well received at every place 
1 have been as a mark of respect and honor to 
the great country which you help to make up. 
But, as I have bad frequent oceasion to say 
since my return to my own country, I appre- 
ciate the welcome which | received from the

Mrs. Grant was called on by 
the ladies, iatroduced by Mr. Gear, and received 
with excited demonstrations of love and venera- 
tion; but the crowd were still anxious to get at 
Grant himself, and their persistency was so de- 
termined that some of the party were at length 
obliged to drag Grant off the platform and into 
bis own car by sheer muscular force, and to then 
lock the door on the inside to keep them out. 

The train pulled out shortly afterwards, amid 
frantic cheers and yells. 

GALESBURG FAIRLY OUTDID HERSELF 

It was now nearly 8 o’clock, and the party had 
ail nicht and several bours to-morrow morning 
before it to make Mendota, about eight miles 
distant. It was therefore necessary to kill 
time, and, in order to do it, the train was 
switched off on to the Peoria branch, which 
runs southeast from Galesburg. Again did the 
far-sightedness of Gen. Hitchcock and Capt. 
Walker come into play. Nearly every- 
body on board was anxious to hear the 
results by telegraph of the Massachusetts, New 
York, and Chicago elections, and these courte- 
ous and eoterprising officials were, of course, 
equal to the demand for the first news. What 
they did was to pick oat an operator in Gales- 
burg and take him along to the point where it 
had been decided to lay up all night.

The Oran (Algeria) Geographical Society bas 

been fortunate enough to catch an Israelite 
Rabbi of Morocco on bis way to Paris from 
Timbuetoo, who has already twice traversed 
Central Africa. By means of questioning, a 
commission of the Society were able to extract 
some interesting isformation from the Rabbi as 
to the present condition of Tinibuctoo, about 
which exist:ng information is vacue. Timbuc- 
too, the Rabbi told them, is an Arab n in 
every sense of the term, built absolutely Hike all 
those of the interior. Ihe inhabitants are Foulah 
negroes, and there are no whites. ‘There are, 
however, sometimes Jews from North Africa, 
who come to trade, but they never settle there. 
The town is at about an bour's distance to the 
north of the N'ger. Its population is about 
50,000; it is larger than Oran (about six miles 
round), but not as large as Marseilles. The 
town is, in fact, a mass of villages, extending 
over a very considerable area. The Niger, 
which passes to the south of the town, flows 
froa the west to the southeast, and is very 
broad; there is abundance of fish. Navigation 
is carried weve means of oared barges and 
rafts, coustru of pieces of wood bound to- 
gether bycords. The b call the Niger 
the Nile, or EI Bar” (Arab, sean ). The 
river is subject to regular finodings, which fer- 
tilize the lands on its banks, the only ones which 
are cultivable; the inundation reaches the walis 
of the town. The couatryis very fertile; the 
crops are sorgho, millet, rice, tomatoes, onions, 
turnips; indigo grows wild. There are also 
many cocosput trees, gum trees, and a tree 
which produces oil, which the natives use for 
lighting.

INDIANAPOLIS, Noy. 2.—The Democratic Gu- 
bernatorial jangle is getting interesting. Until 
recently Landers and Gray seemed tobe the 
only candidates, with Congressman New and 
Senator Winterbottom as possible dark borses. 
On this supposition these men bave been can- 
vassing the State, dividing the counties between 
them. But of late Gen. Manson’s candidacy 
has assumed a serious aspect; while Judge A. 
C. Downey, formeriy of the Supreme Court, 
goes into training as the candidate of the river 
counties. To mix the situation still more, Sen- 
ator McDonald’s name is sprung, and the sug- 
gestion meets with an approval amounting al- 
most to a gvod-sizea boom. 

i’ DONALD. 

“Are you really a candidate, Senator?’ I 
queried, as the old gentleman came puffing into 
the United States court-room the other day, 
having mounted two flights of winding stairs. 

“Can you wait tilil get my breath, young 
man; or mast you have an answer in time to 
catch the next train!“ he replied, settling bim- 
self into a chair. 

Certainly i could wait; and, as I drew a chair 
to bis side, he seemed heayier, and, I thought, 
much happier, than a year ago when I saw him. 
He stands six feet and half an inch, an weighs 
perhaps 240 or 250. A fine-looking man,—not 
so smooth and beaming as Gov. Hendricks, nor 
yet so coarse and gross as Senator Voorhees, 
but solid and substantial. His eyebrows are 


tun balf an inch long, and his mouth, closing 


firmly, shows the thin lip of a resolute, deter- 
mined mao. 

„Am I a candidate for Governor, did you 
ask?” 

“Yes, that was the query,” I replied,—add- 
ing that an answer was desired by the Mesers. 
Landers, Gray & Co. more than by Taz Ta- 
UNE. 

No, sir,—I am not a candidate for anything; 
but my party knows my address, and 1 am al- 
ways on band when needed.“ *. 

“But it has not been needing you N often 

in these latter years, I take it“; and I 

into bis face to catch, if possible, an expression 
+ of reeret that he had been slighted. is eyes 
twinkied, and I thought I detected a triumphant 
smile play over his face as he made answer: 

No, I've not been the idol of my party; but 
I am just as well off, perhaps, now that the 
image-smasher is abroad in the land.“ 

Of course be didn’t refer by name to the 
monstrosity over at Terre Haute; and I left 
him, having recetved just the answer regarding 
his candidacy that I expected. Bat, if his party 
nominate s him for Governor, believing him the 
strongest man, he’ll not decline. Under pre- 
cisely the same circumstances Mr. Heodricks 
accepted the nomination in 1868, and, although 
deteated by Gov. Baker, he would undoubtedly 
have been continued in the Senate had the 
Democracy carried the General Assembly. 80 
it will be in McDonald’s case. By running for 
Governor he does vot necessarily forfeit his 
right to return to the Senate. 

TUE REWARD OF Fi ESS. 

Just pow McDonald occupies an euviable po- 
sition. He commands not only the respect of 
Republicane, but his own party feels that be- 
cause of his firmness they can slide down on to 
a Hard-Money platform with some degree of 
decency. This is the reward tt comes now 
and then to meu who cao lace idiocy and decline 
to accept its utterances. 

But McDooala was always a stubborn cus- 
tomer. Because of his Free-Soilism in 1552, his 
party refused to returo bim to Congress; and 
for twelve years he lay on the ebelf,—a victim 
to the demands of Slayery. So since 1874 he 
has practically been located on a shelf. 
4 few Hard- Money papers, like the 
Fort Wayne Sentinel and New Albany 
Ledger-Standard, have been friendly, and ihe 
peoole of baif-a-dozen counties bave given him 
a hearing; but, as a party, the Democrats of 
Indiapa bave disowned him. During the caa- 
vases of 1878. even his old neighbors at Craw- 
fordsville refused to grant him as audience. 
Such pressure and ostracism drove Thurman 
into Ewingism, but it could not drive McDonald 
into Voorheeism. Because of this manly re- 
sistance he is now meutioned for Governor, and 
his candidacy may well strike terror into the 
inflated ranks of Franklin Landers. 

GEN. MANSON’S NAME 


is vsed to defeat Gray. The latter's strong 
point is, that he was a soldier. But 
be was a Repubiican soldier; and, to 
such mossy-backs as Speaker Cauthorne 
and Congressman New we recolievtion is hate- 
ful. Besides, what richt bas a man whose De- 
mocracy is less than eight years old to seek the 
first place in the gift of the party! This is the 
argument; and, to quiet those who demand a 
recognition of the soldier element, Gen. Man- 
son is put forward. 

‘The General was a Democratic soldier. Dur- 
ing the War it made no difference. lie 
fought just as brayely, and just as earnestly 
denounced Copoerbeads. His letters are on 
record in which he speaks of the promtuent 
members of the Democratic party as traitors. 
In return for it he was called a Lincoln hire- 
Ing.“ But, remaining a Democrat in name, be 
has always been identified with that party. It 
sent him to Congress, and made him Chairman 
of its State Central Commitee. More 
recently it elected hun Auditor of State; 
and, in the Tilden bowl following 
the election of 1876, he expaded bis lungs to 
their utmost. Very naturally, therefore, he is 
better liked by the old men of the party than 
Gray, wbo came over in the Greeley defection; 
and bis candidacy is inspired for vo other pur- 
pose than to accomplish the ‘atter’s defeat. 

But the Genera! is giving bimseif no auxiety 
about the matter. He is Auditor of State, and, 
should’ be fail to be nominated for Governor, 
be will be given a secbud term of ibe 
Auditorship. The latter piace 1s not quite so 
honoraole. perhaps; but two years as State 
Auditor is as valuable as four years as Governor. 
Persovally, the old General is very vopular. 
He's a large, fat, joliy fellow, full of good 
nature, and generous toa fault. Asa Repub- 
lican, he might be regarded a little too convivial 
in his habits; but, as a Democrat, it gives him 
an irresistible bold upon the boss.

THE SUSPENSION. 
The failure of the large dry-coods house of 
Stettauer Bros. & Co., of which all the details 


{hat were obtainable were given in Tun Tam 


uns of yesterday, was the all-absurbing topic of 
conversation in financial and commercial circles 
the few brief business hours of yester- 
Those who wondered at the failure Mon- 
dey were more astounded at the developments 
gbich appeared in Tue Tunes of yesterday. 
This the more so because there appeared to be 
yo logical reason for the sudden clamping 
down of the wealthy friends and relatives who 
had so faithfully come te the aid of the firm 
durtug the dark days of 1874 78. 

‘Several of Tas TRIBUNE news commissioners 
devoted the greater portion of the day to the 
search of further information, but those who 
were presumed to koow something betrayed an 

ee truly reprehensible, and they who 

dd know—the members of the suspended firm 
apd their immediate relatives and friends, on 
whose capital and credit the firm banked for a 
long time—positively refused to throw any 
light upon the question. The naked fact stands 
out in stereoscopic relief that the failure was 
completely unexpected by the trade Whatever 
suspicions may have been entertained eighteen 
months or two years ago regarding the firm’s 
gelrency were dissipated by the commercial 
boom, which bas been the distinguishing feature 
of the dry-goods trade since the early summer. 
Yesterday forenoon the representatives of 
several of the Eastern houses, notably that of 


K B. Claflin & Co., of New York, had pro- 


longed and interesting interviews with the mem- 
pers of the firm, all of whom, including Mr. 
George Elustem, the resident partner in New 
York, were present. Threate of suits in at- 
tachment were made unless some satisfactory 
settlement could be haa. This, in the language 
of the P.-R., was aside-winder. A messenger was 
herriedly sent for the firm’s attorney, Mr. D. K. 
Tenney, and if response he hurried over to the 
office of the firm, where a burried consultation 
was held over the newly complicated situation. 

After a discussion ot the pros and cons, 
it was resolved that the only thing 
remaining to be done was to wmake 
an atsignmevt. The deed was drawn up ap- 
point img Mr. Levi Rosenfeld the Assignee. He 
is the father-in-law of the Stettauer boys, and, 
if current rumor be true, be was their backer to 
a large amount during the dave of the heaviest 
depreciation in the values of cottons, woolens,

At a conference which was held in the after- 
neon between the representatives of the com- 
mercial agencies and the members of the firm, 
the latter gave it es their opinion that the assets 
would not permit of their compromising their 
indebtedness on & better basis than 25 cents on 
the dollar.

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SMALL BANK NOTES. 


Complaints from the West of the Scarcity 
of Small Notes—The Reason Why They 
Are Not Printed. 

Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 
Wasnineton, D. C., Nov. 4.—Complaints are 
constantly being received at the Treasury from 

Western bauks and merchanteof the scarcity of 

the supply of small notes, particularly of $5s 

and $10s. These complaints were especially 
noticeable during the movement of the corn and 

wheat crop, and are now again renewed as pre p- 

arations are making for the hog and cattle 

trade. The reason why the public is not sup- 
plied with these small notes is not because the 

Secretary is unwilling to furnish them, but be- 

cause“ the notes do not exist. As 

near as can be ascertained the responsi- 
bility for the absence of these notes 
seems to rest with the Bureau of Engraving and 

Printing. The sopropriations made by the 

Democratic Congress, both for the purchase of 

paper and for the skilled labor necessary to the 

operations of the Bureau of Engraving and 

Printing, were utterly inadequate for the com- 

mercial necessities of the country. The conse- 

quence is that the notes have not and cannot 
be furnished as rapidiy as the demand requires. 

It ia said that thereis to-day nota singie $10 

note in the reserve stock of the Bu- 

reau of Engraving and Printing, and, al- 
though the force is now being worked 
extra bours, it does not seem probable that 
either the force employed or the facilities of the 

Printing Bureau are likely to de equal to the 

demands for the new votes. The stock of pa- 

per is ample. The notes sunply are not printed, 
and the force employed is not sufficient to do 
the necessary work, the Democrats having re- 
fused the equate appropriativa to carry on 
the work of the Bureaa.

CHANDLER. 


Thé Last Interview with the Michigan 
Senator. 
Detroit Post, Vor. 4. 

The earlier reports that Mr. Chandler was 
last seen in life by Mr. Jesse Spalding, of Chi- 
cago, after Friday nicht's meeting. prove to be 
incorrect. After Mr. Spalding bad left Mr. 
Cbhandler’s room, Congressman Willits, of this 
State, who happened to be at the same hotel, 
eslled upon him and had ashert chat. The cir- 
cumstances of this call were thus narrated yes- 
terday by Mr. Willits to a representative of the 
Post and Tribune: 

„ bad been at Cassopolis and Logansport, 
and hed been away from home all the week. I 
left Logansport Wednesday, arriving in Chicago 
Wednesday night and staying there Thursday 
and Friday, inteading to leave Friday night for 
home. I called on Senator Chandler that alter- 
noon, and had quite a little visit with bim. I 
told bim then I would come in and see his meet- 
ing before starting for Monroe, to see how they 
were ‘booming him up.’ 80 1 went ia about 8 
o’clock. it was a very large meeting and a good 
deal of enthusiasm. When be came in they 
gave him an ovation, and the result was that in- 
stead of going home I stayed through, conclud- 
ing that 1 could not see anything worth seeing 
for less money.” 

Did the speech show any signs that Senator 
Chandler was not in his usual health!“ 

Not in the least. He never spoke better in 
his life, or with more vigor; and 1 do not be- 
lieve be ever bad a meeting that was a greater 
success than that. He carried the audience right 
with him, fairly captured it. He spoke an hour 
and forty minutes, and all through, the particu- 
lar points that were peculiar to him seemed to 
take them by storm. I remember one incident 
especially. Tbe Democrats are running a man 
named Moses for Judge in that city, who was a 
Captain in the Confederate service. Something 
bas been made of it in the papers there, and 
when Mr. Chandler bad got to that part of his 
speech in which be said that the mission of the 
Republican party was not ended. and never 
would de till be could start from the Canada 
line and travel to the Gut of Mexico, and 
make Black Republican speeches every- 
where, and vote the Republican ticket wher- 
ever he gained «a resilience, as safely 
as a Rebel could talk secession in the Northero 
States, or run for Judge in a Northern City, this 
seemed to take them perfectly by storm, and 
there were at once a thousend men on their feet 
and throwing their bats, and yelling at the top 
of their voices. I never saw such an exciting 
scene in my lite. staid through and 
beard Gen. Logan and Mr. Storrs, who 
both wade brief speeches, and then I went to 
another part of the city, got my satchel, and 
concluded I would go to the Grand Pacific to 
stop, as that was near the Lake Shore Depot. 
registered there, had my room assigned to me, 
and then came down to the office and inquired 
if Senator Chandier wasin. ‘They said he was; 
this must bave been near 12 o’clock. I went 
to his room, and he was there alone, 
sitting by the fire smoking. 1 was with 
him twenty minutes I should think, and 
it must have been after 12 o’clock when 

lleft. He seemed well, and talked with all bis 
own clearness and distinctness. There was not 
a suggestion of feeblebess or disease about 
bim. except that I noticed that he was troubled 
with a cough; coughed a good deal. He did 
not speak of any pain, but told me that be had 
taken cold at Janesville, This excited no apore- 
hension iu my mind, as I bad seen him in Wash- 
ington when he bad a very bad cold (last win- 
ter), and then without its exciting any appre- 
hension on any one's part. He was very much 
surprised to see me, aud when he found that he 
bad captured me as well as the audience, that 
appeared to gratify him exceedingly. I had 
stood wear the door, and ke wished to know 
the effect of his remarks on the crowd under 
the gallery, a part of the hall into which he 
could not see fully. What seemed to please 
hith as much as atrything was that Jobo 
Wentworth was there on the stage, and 
seemed to be as hearty in bis applause as 
any man in the house. He told me that he haa 
asked what there was that pleased John Went- 
worth so much in the speech, and had been told 
that it was probably his financial position. Then 
we taiked about bis husetts campaign. I 
had talked with bim the last ttme I was in De- 
troit about that, and we bad wondered as to 
whether they would receive bim as Western 
audiences would. it was a matter of a good 
deal of curiosity to know what the result of his 
trip would be. He told me that there was only 
one meeting, in all his campaign thus far, that 
aporoximated the one at Chicago, dnd that was 
in Faneuil Hall. He ssid that was equal to the 
Chicago meeting. We alsotaiked about what 
be. was going to do in Washington, and various 
minor matters, and had in ali a quiet chat of 
twenty minutes.

the title of Nell Gwynne,“ the Bowers-Thomp- 
son company appeared last night, the second of 
the mae, —— The two authars of the play, 
Messr?. Cnarles Reade and Tom Taylor, suc- 
ceeded in adding little to their reputation when 
they wrote it. Asan historical work its value 
is trifling, and in language, sentiment, incident, 
construction, character-grouping, and general 
design it holds a very inferior place-in dra- 
matic literature. Really the chief personage 
of the drama is the famous Nel Gwynne 
(Miss Charlotte. Thompson), and the whole work 
is built upon the amours of the licentious 
Charies Il. But, while the playwrights did not 
succeed in creating a great piay, they managed 
to produce a fairly interesing one in the hands 
of a good company. We may as well say at 
once that “Court and Stage wae not ip the 
hands of a good company last night; in fact, a 
number of the people were entirely unable to 
cope with the characters intrus to them. 
Among these players we do not include Miss 
Thompson or Mrs. Bowers, who are both capa- 
bie actresses, and from their performances we 
must always derive a certain amount of satisfac- 
tion. The former, in the fine comedy part 
of Nell evidently thoroughly understood the 
ebsracter, and carried out her conception in a 
manner which would have been acceptable but 
for her often injadicious reading and the habit 
she has of catching her breath—if we may ex- 
press the fault in this way—at every phrase; a 
habit whieh beeomes exceedingly disagreeable. 
Apart from this, in the second act, her scenes 
with Pepys and Lord Buckhurst were cleverly 
rendered. Frances Stewart was the part ren- 
dered by Mrs. Bowers. Notwithstanding the 
conventional style of this lady’s acting and 
delivery, her personations. are always 
meritorious in their exhibition of conscientious 
work. Her powers are as vigorous as they ever 
were. and the care she bestows upon whatevee 
she does might be emulated with profit by some 
of her company, who imitate human naturr 
abominably.

HOOLEY’S. 

The Criterion Comedy Company reappeared 
on Monday night in this city, and their reputa- 
tion was sufficient to attract a large audience,— 
large considering the circumstances acting 
against the theatres upon the eve of an election. 
This will be the second year of the organiza- 
tion’s existence, a troupe similar to several now 
upon the road, the management of which en- 
deavor to secure for every part a fitting inter- 
preter, to avoid thrusting forward one character 
or artist at the expense of the others, and to be- 
stow upon every detail of the performance that 
patience and that intelligence which produces 
completeness, and dramatic effectiveness. We 
applaud the disposition, and trust that more 
managers may become similarly affected. That 
Messrs. Gosche and Mackay, the managers, 
have succeeded in securing a company ad- 
mirably fitted to carry out the design there can 
be no doubt; but the members of the 
organization might easily have been furnished 
with a better vebicle for the display of their 
abilities than Our Daughters,“ a four-act 
comedy drama from the German of L’ Arronge. 
It is by no means a perfect work of its kind, 
being unequal, and full of reminiscences of 
plots, situations, and motives of popular plays 
of the present and of the past, and the variety 
of character possessed by the original is los: in 
the translation. Yer it has the advantage of 
a tolerably straight story. No doubt its inci- 
deuts possess a certain domestic value: its 
dialog makes no attempt at fine writing, but is 
merely devoted to the simpie purpose of caus- 
ing the different speakers to give natural ex- 
pression to their thoughts. We have in the 
foreground a simple, unostentatious gardener 
by the name of Jacob Van Da e, an eccentric, 
easy-going mortal, afflicted with a ratner mo- 
notonous mani@ to absorb the contents of rail- 
road time-tables. He has three daugnh- 
ters, whose training he confides 
entirely to their mother, & woman 
who, while moving in middle-class society, has 
a head full ot fashiorable and _ aristocratic no- 
tions. Naturally the daughters take after the 
mother, and one of them, in a moment of pique 
at a certain Baron desigaed by the mother as 
her son-in-law. accepts the band of a plain, hon- 
est feliow, wealthy and loving. Their natures 
are entirely dissimilar. She coutinues ler course 
of gayety, aided aud abetted by her mother; she 
flirts with her old flame, the Baron; the inevita- 
ble trouble begins; and then does Jacob realize 
that be 1s a father; recognizes his responsibility; 
sees the fruit of his negiect. aud immediately 
sets about to overcome the difficulty, woich, of 
course, is ultimately made straight with the aid 
of a genuine live flesh-and-blood baby. 

Mr. F. F. Mackay’s character of Jacob, really 
prominent enough to be considered a star part, is 
cleverly assumed, and, in spite of the somewhat 
wearisome reference he makes to railway guides, 
is an interesting role. His make-up is decidediy 
good, the quiet manner in which he manages 
the third act and the appreciation of the numer- 
ous phases displayed were wortby of recogni- 
tion. Miss Louise Sylvester is essentially a 
comedy and a character actress, and one of the 
best we have; consequently, in the assumption 
of such a part as tose, calling for decided 
emotional acting, we could scarcely expect 
to see her at her best. Yet although 
she failed to impress us in the third 
act, her strong one in the play, 
she exhibits the artiste in her movements and 
io her methods. In this act, by the way, the 
manner io which she prolongs the agony effect- 
ually spolis her effectiveness. Certainly as ca- 
padle an actor as there ie in the company is Mr.

Wasuineton, D. C., Nov. 2.—Mr. Zachariah 
Chandler was born in Bedford, N. H., in the 
deautiful Merrimac Valley, about midway be- 
tween Nashua and Manchester, Dec. 10, 1813.

He grew up with the State of his adoption, and 
almost forty years ago was one of the largest 
mercbants of Michigan. Becoming rich by trade 
and judicious investments in real estate, be 
turned his attention to politics, and in 1851 was 
elected Mayor uf Detroit as a Whig, although 
that city, up to that time, bad never ventured 
to vote in opposition to the wishes of Lewis Cass. 
From that time Mr. Chandler's advance in politics 
was gapid, and be became the leader of the 
opposition to the Cass Democracy in Michigan. 
He fought this Democracy so successfully that 
he was electea to the Senate, to succeed Mr. 
Cass, in the winter of 1856-57, and took his seat 
in March, 1857, as a Republican,—Gen. Cass 
entermg the Cabinet of James Buchanan as 
Secretary of State. 

Juige J. M. Edmunds, now Postmaster of 


this city, was one of Mr. Chandler’s life-time 


personal friends. Judze Edmuads himself has 


long been very Ul, and is still said to be in 2 
critical condition. Some years ago, Judge Ed- 
munds prepared a sketch of his personal remi- 
niscences of Mr. Chandler’s early career. The 
article contains some facts unknown to mam, 
and forgotten by most, which will prove inter- 
esting to every Republican in this bour. I have 
beén able to obtain possession of this sketch, 
which was originally written as the tribute of 
8 pers mal friend, and here reproduce it entire. 

The sketch begins in March, 1857, when Mr. 
Chandler first took his seat in the Senate to 
guéceed Lewis Cass. Judge Edmunds thus 
wrote of the friend of his early days: 

THE SKETCH.

In December, 1857, the Thirty-fifth Congress 
assembled, there being a Democratic majority 
in both the Senate and House of Representa- 
tives. The exciting topic then before the coun- 
try was as to the admission of Kansas under a 
Constitution which protected Slavery, the meas- 
ure being urged by tne President in his annual 
message. ‘he majority in each House was un- 
der the control of the ‘Soutbern leaders, who 
became violent in their abuse Of the Republican 
opponents of the measure. 

They sought to take advantage of the senti- 
ment inthe North .- 

AGAINST THE DUELING SYSTEM, 
thinking they could do so with impunity, as the 
Northern Representatives would de deterred 
from a resort to personal com bat in deſeuse of 
their ciples,—some of them, as Sumner, 
Seward, and others, being known to be opposed 
on priuciple to this mode of conducting a con- 
‘troversy. The assaults of the violent Southern 
leaders upon some of the ablest and purest Re- 
publicans in the Senate, known to be nov-com- 
batants, finally became unbearable to some of 
the less scrupulous Republicans, until. in the 
midst of one of the most denunciatory tirades 
of one of the fire-eaters, there was noticed a 
littie group of the lately-admitted Republicans 
in a side consultation on the floor of the Senate. 
Precisely what was said in consultation is not 
known to the writer, nor is it likely that it will 
transpire during the lifetime of either of the 
three gentlemen engaged. It is, however, 
known that the group was composed of 

SENATORS WADE, CAMERON, AND CHANDLER; 
that it was agreed between them substantially 
that the business of insulting Republican Sena- 


tors on the floor of the Senate dad gone far 


enough, and that i¢ must cease. And further, 
that, in case of any renewed insolence to any 
other Republican Senator, of the character 
which had been practiced, it shouid be the duty 
of one of the three to take up the quarrel and 
make it his own to the full extent of the code,— 
to the death if need be. The compact was pot 
only made, but signed and sealed, and remains 
sealed to this day. Its import, however, became 
known, and the demeanor of the Southern fre- 


eaters. though still violent and disioval, soon 


after became courteous personally toward Re- 
‘publican Senators. 

They did, however, feel around a little to 
ascertain whether the whisverings as to the 
fighting Senators could be relied on. They bad 
a scheme to assault Senator Chandler in the 
street, but a little inquiry as to his strength and 
kill led to its sudden abandopment. A 
blustering Southerner took offense at the 


remerks of Senator Wade, who had said, 


in relation to a statement made by him, 
that such a statement would only eome from a 
Mar ora coward. Of course this could not he 
borne by the higb-toned cavalier, and bis friend, 
or agent, or, servitor called on Senator Wade, 
not with a formal challenge, but to ascertain 
how Wade would probably act in the event of a 
challenge. As soon as Wade pierced the diplo- 
macy ot the agent so far as to become aware of 
his purpose, he told him to tell the d—d oid 
coward that he dare not fight. This was not 
quite satisfactory. The agent or spy seemed 


anxious to know what kind of weapons Wade 


would choose in case of acontest. On learn- 


WADE SAID, “RIFLES AT TWENTY PACES, 
with awhite paper the size of a dollar pinned 
over the heart of each combatant; and tell him. 
if i de not hit the one on bis breast at the first 
t, he may fire at me all dav.“ 

ese inquiries seemed to cure ali further de- 
fire on the part of the Chivalry for personal 
combats. Threats, however, continued to be 
made of street-assaults and caning, generaily 
pointing tothe more prominent of the non- 
Combatants io the Republican ranks. 

Certain of the Reoublicans went thoroughly 
armed all the time, and these, for weeks togeth- 
er, took turns in walking with their non-beilige 
erent colleagues to and from the Capitol, to 

them from personal assault. 

ng the first regular session of the Senate 
er Mr. Chandler became a member, the Dem- 
O¢ratic majority was urging the adoption of two 
Weasures in the interest of the Slave- Power;

That the Democratic party 
was becoming uupopular at the North: that its 
principles were gone, its occupation gone,—for 
the Treasury was bankrupt, and there was noth- 
ing in it to be stolen. A new issue was to be 
raised to attract the attention of the country 
from past extravagant expenditures and present 
bankruptcy. Cuba is to be the cry in the next 
Presidential election, and $30,000,000 is to be 
the inducement to cry loud and long.“ a 

It is needless to add that Cuba was not ac- 
quired, por was Kansas admitted until she 
knocked at the door of the Union with a Free 
Constitution and loyal Representatives. . 


COMMERCE—BARBOR AND RIVER IMPOVEMENTS. 


It is well known that the policy of the Demo- 
Erutie party has been uniformly adverse to this 
class of improvements; and that, when in rare 
instances such policy had been relaxed, it was 
invariably in behalf of the populous districts 
bordermg the Atlantic coast, or that favored 
section represented by the slavehold!ng aris- 
tocracy which controlled the Dewocratic party, 
and, consequently, Congress and the Adminis- 
tration. 0 

Up to this time the great Northwest, with its 
teeming and thrifty population, its maroificent 
rivers, and immense extent of lake-coast and 
vast and growing commerce, bad been aimost 
wholly neglected, or, as many believed, ignored, 
in consequence of the strong Anti-Slavery senti- 
ment of that section. . 

Early after Mr. Chandler’s entrance into the 
Senate. be commenced a vigorous movement, 
not only to secure reeoguition for the North- 
west, but also to change the policy of the Gov- 
ernment from that ot neglecting to that of fos- 
tering and aiding internal commerce. 

One of the first measures introduced by bim 
was a bill to deepen the channel across the St. 
Clair Flats. This was soon followed by a reso-. 
lution authorizing a survey of the St. Mary's 
River, with a view to opening a Wetter narviga- 
tion to the Lake Superior mineral region, aud 
supplying a practicable pathway for the com- 
merce of the States bordering that great inland 
ea. lu speaking of these measures be said: 
“The Senate had voted $800,000 for water- 
works in the District of Columbia without con- 
stitutional authority. and $500,000 to be expended 
in looking for sand-bars on the Atlantic coast: 
and for the Northwest, with an annual com- 
merce of more than $500,000,000, the magufl- 
cent eum of $4,000,’’—concluding with the fol- 
lowing unmistakable and characteristic notice: 

J want to see who is friendly to the Great 
Nortuwest and whois not; for we are about 
making our last prayer bere. The time is not 
far distant when, instead of coming here and 
begging for our rights, we shall extend our 
hands and fake the blessing. After 1560 we 
shall not be here as urs.“ 

True to their traditional policy, the Demo- 
cratic Congress and Administration opposed 
and defemted these propositions for the time be- 
— But the persistence of Senator Chandler

of these great interests, even before the De- 
mocraey. nad vielued control. 
aliow even a brief quotation from the numerous 
aud vigorous speeches made by the Senator in 
behalf of the policy be had espoused, nor more 
than an allasion to the bitterness with which it 
was denounced by the Southern leaders then in 
the Senate. 

In the formation of the- committees at the 
first session of the Thirty-fiith Congress, the 
Democratic majority in the Senate, in pursuance 
of its general policy, practically ignored the 
Northwest; and Senator Chandler, ever watch- 
ful of the interests of that section, which be in 
part represented, offered a vigorous protest to 
the arrangement. in which he said: 

J rise, sir, to protest against the list of com- 
mittees as presented bere. Never beiore in the 
whole course of my observamon have 1 seen a 
large minority *gnored in a legislative body on 
important committees; but, sir, whom and 
what does this minority represent? It repre- 
sents, I believe 1 am correct in saying, more 
than half—certainly nearly one-balf—of all the 
free white inhabitants in the United States; and 
vet this minority, representing the commerce 
and revenues of the natiou, is exvected to be 
satisfied with one place on the tail-end of the 
Committee on Commerce, composed of seven 
members. I may almost say that that commit- 
tee is of more importance to the Northwest 
than all the other committees of this body; but 
that section is totally ignored upon a committee 
in the aetion of which its people take so deep an 
interest. Sir, we are not satisfied. and we de- 
re to enter our protest against anv such torma- 
tion of the committees as is bere proposed.’’ 

It was thus that at every step the Northwest, 
through Senator Chandier, 


ASSERTED ITS RIGHTS AND PROCLAIMED ITs 
BISING POWER. / 


The appeal, however, was in vain on this oc- 
casion, and the Gommittee was constituted 
without a representative from the Northwest. 
But the contest had attracted the attention of 
the country, and at the next session Senator 
Chandler himself was placed on the Committee 
on Commerce, where be continued during the 
whole period of his pubiic service, becoming 
Chairman as the Republicans attained a majority 
in the Senate. 

Through his efforts in this important posi- 
tion, the sentiment of every section, in favor of 
extending the fostering care of the Government 
in aid of internal gommerce, was consolidated 
and organized aaf it bore down all opposition 
and completely reVersed the geueral policy and 
practice of the Government. It should be ad- 
mitted that Republicans from other sections of 
the Union came cordially to the support of this 
new au beneficent National policy: at the 
tame time, it is not too much to say that he 
found bis most able and ardent supporters 
his colleagues iu either House from the Great 
Northwest. 

THE COMMITTEE ON THE CONDUCT OF THE 
WAR. 

This Committee was raised upon the motion 
of Senator Chandler, who having declined the 
Chairmanship of it in advance, that position 
was assieved to Mr. Wade, and Mr. Chandler 
acted simply as a member. The arduous serv- 
ices rendered by this Committee in ferreting out 
defects ana imperfections in the organization of 
our armies, and sustaining the arms of the Pres- 
ident and Secretary Stanton in the darkest days 
of the Repellion, are well remembered by most 
of those who were io Washington at that date. 
From information gained as a member of this 
Committee. Mr. Chandler made his memorable 

speech in defense of Gen. Pope, in the Seuate, 
on the Ast of February, 1870. The occasion 
was the application of the late Gen. Fita-Johu 
Porter to the President for the rehearing of his 
case, a reversal of bis seutence, and a nominva- 
tion to the Senate for reinstatement in the army. 
He had pledged Pope that justice should be done 
bim if be had to do it in his place in the Senate. 
Seven years bad elapsed since the pledge was 
given, and this seemed the fitting opportunity. 

Atter rehearsing tue facts connected. with 
Pope’s campaign, which was planned to create a 
diversion of Lee’s army tor the extrication of 
MeCiellan’s forces from the P in con- 
formity with the suggestion of the late Gen. 
Wadsworth, and showing that Pope had fre- 
quently requested to be. relieved from the haz- 
ardous campaign laid out for him, that he had 
only a force of 42,000 men scattered between Har- 
per’s Ferry and Aquia Creek, Mr. Chandler says 
he asked him, in the presence ofthe Committee: 
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save it. 


by that battle be not only fooled the people of 
this country, but be fooled the Rebels. The 
Rebels beliered that he bad 120,000 men, and 
that, unless they fought bim and crushed 
him before could unite with 
the Army of the Potomac, their cause 
was lost; und be drew upon his shoulders with 

that littte force the whole Rebel army, so that 
when McClellan started for Yorktown, there 
was not even a popgun fred at his troops. The 
ruse was a perfect success, And, as 1 told Gen. 
Pope then, ‘I consider that your campaigo bas 
deen one of the most brillant that has been 
foucht up to this time,’—whnich was February, 
1 *You saved two armies; you first saved 
the Ay of the Potomac, aud then you saved 
your own.’ 

“Sir, Gen. Pope fought for eleven dars, 
fought night and day, fought the whole Rebel 
army With his littie force, bis force never having 
exceeded 70,000 men,—comprising not simply 
hisown army, but also Gen. Burnside’s forces, 
and the 20,000 men who bad in tbirty days been 
brought up from the Army of the Potomac, and 
of whom Porter’s corps was bart. The force 
which he had met with these was that originally 
in his f but overwhelmingly augmented 
4 that bel force from whieh Me- 

ellan, witn his 90.000 men, had had 
to be delivered by a demonstration in their rear. 
He fought for time.. He defended every brook, 
every barn, every piece of woods, avery ravine. 
He fought for time for the Army of the Poto- 
mac to reach bim and unite with lim, so as to 
crush the advancing and overwhelming force of 
the Rebels.”’ 

The Senator closed his remark’ on this sub- 
ject as follows: 

Mr. President, if I had more time I should 
like to go more fully into this subject; but I 
cannot. The court, after forty-five davs spent 
in careful investigation, brought in uuanimously 
the verdict against Porter. Manv of the niem- 
bers of that. court were in favor of sentencing 
bim to suffer death. It is rumored, and many 
believe, that the only reason the death-penalty 
was not inflicted was the fear that Mr. Lincoln, 
whose kindpeas of heart was so well known, 
would pot execute the sentence; and heuce 
they unanimously brought in the verdict they 
did. It was first carefully examined seriatim 
by the then Secrétary of War and the President. 


No more just tribunal ever investigated a case. 


I presume to assert, than thia tribunal, and 
there its finding stands. 

“it may be asked, How came it that a mis- 
understanding almost as universal as compicte 
was suffered to be put upon the country? Gen. 
Pope himeelf says: a ‘ 

The next da it [my report] was delivered 
to Gen. Halleck; but by chat time influences of 
questionable cbaracter, and transactions of most 
unquestionable impropriety, which were well 
kbown at the time, bad entirely changed the 
purposes of the anthorities. It is not necessary, 
atid perhaps would scarcely be in piace, for me 
to recount these things.’ 

It is as well known to o*hers present as to 
me that, during that gloomy, eventful Sunday 
which succeeded the last battle on Saturday, the 
80tb of August, the President and Mr. Stanton 
were overrun and overcome witb statements 
that, unless McCieliap was restored to com- 
mand, *the army would not fight.’ 

“These statements came from men who did 
not mean it gbould fight, who could not in the 
exivency of ti moment be displaced. The 
President was able atterwards to relieve Me- 
Clellan and court-martial Porter. Had he lived, 
he would have seen justi-e to Gen. Pove award- 
ed also. It remains for me, While I live, vo do 
my portion of that duty. 

“There is one other point to which I wish to 
allude. During this very trial, during the verv 
pendency of the trial, Fttz- John Porter said. in 
the presence of my informant, who isa man that 
most of vou Know, aud who is to-day in the em- 
ployment of Congress, and whose word I wouid 
take as soon a8 I would most men's, —thougu I 
told him 1 would not use his. name, bat 1 will 
give his sworn testimony, taken ,down within 
two miputes after the utterauce was made,— 
Fitz-John Porter said in his presence: I was 
not true to Pope, and there is no use in deny- 
ing it. 

“Mr. President, what was not true to Pope’? 
If be was not true to Pope, whom was he true 
to! Being true to Pope was being true to the 
country; ‘not true to Pope’ was being a traitor 
to the country. Sir, ‘not true to Pope’ meant 
the terrible fight of the 30th of August, with all 
the blood and all the horrors of that bitter day; 
‘not true to Pope’ meant the battle of Antie- 
tam, with its thousands of slain and its other 
thousands maimed; not true to Pupe’ meant 
the first battle of Fredericksburg, with its 20,000 
slain and maimed; ‘not true to Pope’ covered 
the battles of the Wilderness and Cola Harbor, 
and all the dreadful) battles that followed. Had 
Fitz-Jobn Porter been true to bis Government, 
Jackson would have been destroyed on the 29th 
of August, and on the 30th the Rebels could 
scarcely have offered anv resistance to our 
victorious army. ‘Not true to Pope’ meant 
800,000 slain and 2,000,000,000 or additional dol- 
lars expended. ' 

„Sir, I wish to put this on the record for all 
time, that it may rem m. Let Fitz-Johu Porter 
thank God that he yet lives, and that he was 
net living at that time under a Military Govern- 
ment. I told Gen. Pope, in the first interview | 
had with him, that I had but one fault to find 
in the whole conduct of the campaign. He 
asked, ‘What is thai?’ Said I, ‘That. you ever 
allowed Fitz-John Porter to leave the battle 
field alive!’” 

Considering that Chandler and Porter were 
both natives of the same State, this language 
may appear a little rouab; but we have given 
the above extract to show the Spartan firmness 
of Sevator Chandlerin the course which he at 
least believed to be right. Messrs. Wade and 
Chandler had the firmness of Cromwell throurh- 
out the prorecution of the War, and did more 
than any other two Senators probably to keep 
the true issue constantly in the minds of the 
people. ' 

Mr. Chandler, early in the War, became con- 
vinced of the unit ness of McClellan for the 
chiet command. He pursued this idea with all 
the energy and vigor which characterizes ail his 
efforts. He denounced his inefficiency and 
imbecility ia the Senate in a fearful arraign- 
ment. Having prepared his speech, be pre- 
sented its facts, with bis arrangement of Mo- 
Clellan, to a friend, and submitted the question 
as to bis duty under all the circumstances. His 
friend observed: Beyond question, these facts 
ought to be laid before the country: they are 
essential to its safety; but they will create a 
storm that will sweep either vou or McCielian 
from public life, and itis more than probabie 
that rou will be the victim.’ The Senator’s reply 
was wholly in character. He said: I did not 
ask Your opinion of the cOnsequenves, but what 
is my dutv.“ To this it was replied: ‘The 
speech ought to be made, and no one else will 
make it.“ He answered: ‘The speech will be 
made this evening; come and hear it.’ The 
speech was made. It was listened to with most 
profound attention. Its effect upon the War 
and the sentiment of the country ‘s nowin 
history, and need not be repeated bere. 

Senator Chandler was firmly convinced, from 
evidence taken by the Committee on the Con- 
duct of the War, that 

MANY OTHER OFFICERS BESIDES PORTER 
in the Army of the Potomac lost their zeal with 
the absence of their iavorit commander. He 
felt assured that Burnside and Hooker were un- 
faithiully supported, or their efforts might have 
been victorious. He may have been mistaken; 
but at ail events he deemed the matter one of 
60 great importance that he called upon the 
Secretary of War and requested him to havea 
list made out of the incompetent, suspected, 
and inéubordivate officers of the Army of the 
Potomac, to be furnished to Gen. Grant. so that 
he would be able to place them where they 
could do the least harm in the service. This 
Secretary Stauton promised should be done. A 
few days afterward Senator Chandler cailed 
again at the War Department and inquired of 
the Secretary if that list had been made out and 
tent to Gen. Grant. He replied, Not vet.“ 
When sevator Chandler immediately said, “1 
will make out the list myself and send it to 
Grant”; and he did so, Maj.-Gen. C. C. Wash- 
burn being the bearer.

Incellectually a cross between old Ben Wade 
and Oliver Morten, ing somewhat of 
the burly wit and bi style of the one and the 
alert brain-power of the ‘other,—he was strong 
both as an organizer and arpeaker. There was 
no nonsense about bim. He went straight for 


the thing in sight; and be generally came off; 
‘with it. His methods were bad; and he made 


no bones about them. His opinions were ex- 
treme, and he advanced them on every occasion 
with an aggressive force which was rarely witn- 
out effect. His habits -were.coarse and indul- 
geut; and he neither excused nor concealed 
them. He was born to command; and, so far 
as be cared to, he alwavs did command. 


Very much such a person as Robert Toombs, | 


of Georgia, was this rough-and-ready Michi- 
gander; well educated; well read; well born; 
but, by preference, violent, unconventional, and 
heedless. In an age which has produced a 
Boutwell and a Conkling, the vices of a man 
Uke Chandler stand out as virtues. There is vo 
stain upon his private honor. His life was pros- 
perous, and there is BO reason to believe that 
his home was not happy. He never betraved a 
friend. He never struck an enemy in the back. 
He was headstrong and boisterous. He was 
altogether ove-sided. He did not set bimself 
as an example to the young manbood of the 
country; but we cannot say that he corrupted 
it. There were times when he ſ cut a most uu- 
pleasing ticure. There was never a time when 
he appeared to advantage; for, personaliy dis- 
figured (the result of an accident, in which bis 
gallantry shone out finely), bis voice was harsh 
and his bearing He was a Stalwart 
from the first. 

In the bistory of his time he will stand out 
gonspicuousiv. His name will be associated 
with a period of gigantic corruption which he 
did pot shere. He was surrounded dy a cluster 
ot politicians whose baseness and hypocrisy he 
did not emulate. He, fought his own battle 
right out from the shoulder, giving no quarter 
and asking noose. He dies with bis war-paint 
upon him, and all his passions at their hottest; 
and he will be taken to his grave amid the 
mournings and the plaudits of the party for 
which his services have been very great. In no 
sense of the word a statesman,—one a hose love 
of country was held in complete 2 to 
his partisan prejudices,—he was a politician of 
the very first order; adroit, unscrupulous, full 
of resources, bold, ready, and effective. 

The death of such a man is au event. He was 
a power in the land; and we certainly think a 
a power for evil. ut be has crossed the great 
river which we all must cross, and has reached 
a world where there are do Rebels and no quar- 
rels, but only life eternal, light, peace, and love. 
He knows now whether be was right or wruug 
in the bard judgment and narsh thoughts of 
those of his countrymen from whom his differ- 
ence was lifelong. - Most certainly those of us 
who remain behind yet a little longer behold 
his coffin descend into the grave with no other 
teeling than that it conteins the mortal frag- 
ments of one who had power only whilst living 
to kindle our anger; of one who, in life, gave us 
no more than we gave bim, and who,.in death, 
squares the account. He was a hard one to 
tackle. He was a cood-fighter. God be with 
him, aud may ne rest in peace!

Hontsvitix, Ala., Oct. 27.—Several months 
ago there suddenly appeared in the Sand Mount- 
ain district of Jackson County a number of 
Mormon emissaries. They at once began 
holding meetings among the poor and unlet- 
tered inbabitants of that section, and in a short 
period there Was a genuine Mormon revival in 
progress throughout that entire section of coun- 
try. The leader of the emissaries was 

BISHOP STANDING, 
a man seemingly of about 50 years of age, and 
of finished education. He succeed. in creating 
the widest excitement among the people, aud 
organised about a dozen Mormon families. His 
plan seems to have been to unite his copverts by 
persuading the poorer ones to dispose of their 
property and become members of the various 
families organized under his direction. Tis 
pian soon congregated about 200 persons, a 
large majority of whom were young women, 
into twelve or fifteen ‘families, resid- 
ing together something after the fashion of 
the Quakers. This was done in order te pre- 
vent the converts from separating and losing 
sight of each other. The purpose of the Bishop 
Was, as soon as be converted 300 persons, to 
send them to Utah. He went about the country 
with his assistants in a secret manner for a time, 
and, as fast as a convert was made, be or sbe 
was sent into one of the numerous families, to 
await the general exodusto Utah. The women, 
to whom Standing preached his doctrines were 
easily converted, and 
SOME OF THEM BECAME FANATICAL 

iu urging the Mormon doctrines. . 

The success of these emissaries with th 
poor women is explained in the fact that during 
the War a large number of young men from 
that section of the Stite were killed, and these 
women bave grown uy knowing that their 
chances of becoming wives were very poor; and 
these Mormon preachers bave présented them 
euch a beautiful picture of the domestic happi- 
ness of Utah that the ignorant young women have 
been completely Gazzied. They have, since 
their copversion to Mormonism, boasted that, 
soon after reaching Utah, they will all be habpy 
wives, and that they will escape the horrid hate 
which awaits them here, of living and dying old 
maids. These simple creatures have permitted 
a half-dozen strangers to come amorg them and 
persuade them to sever ail the ties of home and 
kindred, and seek happier lives ina country of 
which they Koow absolutely nothing. 

At first the people were greatly excited over 
the success of the emissaries, and for a time 
the wbole country was in a state of alarm and 
confusion. A citizen named Joseph Williamson 
—a desperate Characier—organized a company 
of about thirty men, well armed; who were to 
drive out the Mormon Bishops and prevent the 
converts from going to Utah. This plan was 
only t artially successful, however, as a company 
of converts, consisting of about twenty men, six- 
ty women (between 16 and 30 years of age), forty 
women.of advanced age, and about as many 
children, left various points in the Sand Mount- 
ain peignborhood for Utah less than a month 
ago. A rendezvous was made near the City of 
Chattanooga, where the Georgia and Alabama 
converts united and departed for the land of 
the Saints. 

Elated at the brilliant success which attended 
bis efforts in Alabama, Bishop Standing and his 
—_— extended their operations

where the people are generally verv poor, and 
where the same condition existe ae in the Sand 
Mountam district. It required but little preach- 
iny to arouse a big state of enthusiasm dmong 
the Georgians, and Stiuding bad the satisfac- 
tion of enrolling several bundred converts. As 
in the Saud Mountain ueighborbood, the major- 
ity of the Georgia converts were women,— 
principally young women of that age at which 
they are most aui zus to become wires. Day 
after day Standing rode through the country, 
holding meetings, and preaching of the glories of 
Mormonism, until be came to be regarded as 
almost a Savior. He and his assistants carried 
their operations to such au extent chat they did 
not scruple to break up families, and take 
young women from their homes, and scatter 
a about the country to await shipment to 

tab. 

This proceeding soon aroused the indignation 
of mapy citizens, and at last

was secretiv organized to drive the emissaries 
out of the State. Tais, however, was a more 
formidable task than was anticipated, for the 
preacbers bad so thoroughly intrencned them- 
selves in the estimation and reverence of the 
great body of the mhabitants that it was im pos- 
sible to get at them, for they were surrounded 
day and night by crowds of converts, who clang, 
to them and followed them from place to place, 
as if they realiy were inspired beings. A 
scheme was formed at last, bowever, which 
proved successful to some extent in 
getting rid of the leader at least. 
It became kuovu to the Ku-Kiux band that, on 
a certain day, Bishop Standing and some of his 
prother-preachers ſutended to hold a love-feast 
of Mormon ceooverts ata small school-house near 
Ringgold. Ga. ‘the Captain of the Ku-Klux, in 
disguise, attended the feast, and pretended ‘to 
be in sympathy with it: During the services, on 
a bright Sunday moroing, he induced qa negro 
boy to carry a letter for nim to Standing. That 
letter notified the Mormons that, unless they 
lett that section of the State within ten days, 
they would be treated as public enemies, and 
SHOT ON SIGHT. 


With considerable gusto Bishop Standing arose 
and read the letter aloud to the assembled con- 
verts. The threat drew forth a unanimous 
expression of disapproval, and a reward of $100 
was then and there offered for the body of the 
author of the letter 1 ? 

Ine Ku-Klux leader was present, and saw the 
effect produced by his letter; but be was not 
disma ed. When night came he silently de- 
parted from the place, havtug first ascertained 
that, on the Wednesday following, Standing and 
some of bis fellow-preachers would pass along 
a certain unfrequented road, on their way to 
another public meeting. On that Wednesday 
morning, at an early hour, ten well-armed Ka- 
Kiux,. under command of their leader, posted 
themselves in a dense thicket some ten or fifteen 
paces from a large spring on the roadside. 
Near noonday, Standing and two other Mormon 
* preacliers came riding quietly up to the soring, 
aud, having reached the spot, dismounted, and 
were just in the act of reaching dowd to dip up 
water, when a volley of musketry was beard, 
and Standiug fell, | ; 

PIERCED WITH A SCORE OF RIFLE-BALLS. 
It was never intended to harm any of the other 
emissaries, and they were vermitted to take 
charge of the dead body of their comrade and 
prepare it for buriai. 

This murder was committed on 8 public high- 
way of the State of Georgia, just as hundreds 
of other murders bave been perpetrated in the 
South sfpce the Wer, and, but fora mere acct- 
dent, it is probabié that the murderers of the 
Mormon Bishop never would have been Known.

THE QUININE TAX. 


Gratifying Result of the Repeal—Prices This 

ö Year and Last. 

The probibitory tariff fellows uttered a yell 
of rage and anguish when the tariff tax on the 
ague-shaken wretches who used quinine was re- 
pealed. The millidnaire quinine monopolists 
threatened to close their monopoly works and 
go out of the business of robbing the sick un- 
less the tax on fever was restored: Their sub- 
sidized organs predicted that the effect of the 
repeal would be to enhance the price of qui- 
nine on the public, but. such has not been tlie 
result, as the following article proves. It was 
in May last that one of the principal quinine 
monopolists remonstrated in tne New York 
Ir bune agaiust the repeal of the quinine duty 
u the following way: 


Mr. Rosengarten says in his letter: There are 
but two manufacturers io England, and only fifteen 
in all Europe, and, as mentioned before, there are 
four in this country. The manufacture of quinine 
requires great skill and large capita), and if broken 
down here now will probably not be revived in our 
generation.” 


quinine was put on the free list. Five months 
have passed since quinine was made free, and 
there is, happily, no indication of the manufac- 
tare of guisine io America being broken down. 
A second assertion made by the monopolists 
and industriously circulated all over the coun- 
try is thut, now that quinine has actually been 
made free, the drug is in reality dearer than it 
was deſore the duty, was taken off. It gives me 
much pleasure to be able to gainsay this asser- 
tion. The foJjowing is a comparison of prices 
for the five months of free quinine in 1879 with

And now let me analyze this simple table and 
see whether I cannot make it teil the difference 
between freedom aud restriction. In June, 
1878, the price of quinine in Europe was for 
Evetish 12s.. for French lls. an ounce, say iu 
the average 11s. 6d., orin our monev, counting 
4s. to a dollar, $2.88. The dut was 20 per centum. 
aud our bome manufacturers charged $3.60 
an ounce, a difference of 72 cents. in July, 
1878, the price was in Europe in the average 118. 
an ounce, or $2.75, and the price bere was $3.60, 
a difference of 8 cents. In August, 1878, the | 
average pricedn Europe was $3.12, and the price 
bere $3.60, a difference of 48 cents an ounce. 
In September, 1878, the price in Eurove was 
$2.88, and the price bere $3.90, a difference of 
$1.02 an ounce. lu October, 1878. the price in 
Europe was $2.82, gna here it was 83.90, a dif- 
ference of $1.68 au ounce. Thus it will be seen 
that, owing to the tariff during the last two 
months of September and October, 1878, when 
fever was raging all over the South and South- 
west, When a fourth part of the States was a 
vast fever-bospital, and the whole Northeast 
and West were called upon to contribute money 
to the — of the stricken land, this fover- 
drug, used during those awful two months by 
the hundreds of thousands of ounces, was 

ctually made scarce and dearer by more than 

La bottle on account of the tariff. But that was 
not all. The demand was so great and sudden, 
and the uncertainty of the manufacturers’ 
prices was so great, that there were actually 
not 10,000 ounces of quinine to be found 
in the wholesale druggists’ s ores in. New York, 
Boston; or even Philadelphia. I am perfectly 
within bounds when I assert that during the 
two months of September and October, 1878, 
the hospitals of the United States paid an extra 
amount of more than $100,000 for the quinine 
used, and this extra sum was paid to the home 
mopopolists. Thus, then, the quinine duty was 
felt most oppressively in the darkest hours of 
hunfan need dumg the time of sickness and 
pestilence. 

Now we will turn to the eventful 5th of June, 
1879, when quinine was made free. When the 
extra session was called in March, 187), and 
when some six bills were introduced into the 
House to free quinine, our manufacturers saw 
fit to reduce the price of quinine to an 
ounce, and that was the price we find 
it at in June, 1879. No one 
was deceived bv this maneuvre. It 
was simply to convince Congress that, although 
there was a duty of 20 per centum on the drug 
the price was nevertheless reasonable, as it will 
be seen that the average price in Europe was 
about $2.94s, and the price bere $3.50, a differ- 
ence of 56 cents only. Now it so happened that 
when, on the 5th of June, the drug was made 
free, some few scores of telegraphic dispatches 
were sent to London, Paris, Stuttgart, Beriin, 
Leipsic, and other cities in Europe where the 
drug is manufactured, to buy quinine, The 
quinine manufacturers of Eurooe were under 
the impression that a great pestilence had 


the. price of the drug was advanced, and this 
advance bas kept up, as will be seen by the fore- 
going table, until this month of October, when 
it 1s slowly getting lower in price. 

But votice the cost A quinine in Europe and 
here. In July, 1879, after one month of the re- 
moval of duty, the price in Europe was 83.43, 
and io the United States $3.50, a difference of 
7 cents an ounce, and 10 cents less than in July, 
1878. Ie August the price in Europe was $3.37 
and in the United States $3.60, a difference of 
293 cents an ounce, and the same «s in August, 
1878. But it must not be furgotter that the 
price in August, 1878, in Europe, was only 12s. 
6d.. and in August, 1879, it was in the average 
138. Gu. an ounce. 


Now comes the real result of the freeing of [ 


uinine from duty. The real fever months of 

»pterpber and October, in 1879, show a remark- 
able difference. The price in Europe in Septem- 
‘per, 1879, was 128., and m 1878 it was 118. 6d., in 
fact 64 dearer in 1879 than in 1878. Let the 
price in the United States in September, 1878. 
owing to the duty, was $3.90, and in Septem- 
ber, 1879, whefi tree from duty, it was $3.35, or 
55 cents less than last year. Still further. In 
October, 1878, the price in Europe was stiil 6d. 
less than in 1879, yet we had to pay $3.90 in 
October, 1878, and the price in October, 1879, 
when no daty is on the drug, is $2.90, or $1 less. 
Nor is this all. There are pow in this cquotry, 
as there ought to be in such a vast fever-strick- 
en country, from 75.000 to 100,000 bottles of 
duiume in stock, and no sudden scarcity can be 
apprebended. 

The people in general and the thousands of 
hospitals in particular feel and. apprectate the 
practical result of free quinine. While no doubt 
it has curtailed the people of the former quiniue 
monopoly, it only has and will have the result 
of placing the manufacture of this indispeuse-— 
ble drag on a solid and sound foundation. I 
feel sure that a time will come when even the 
bitter feeling of quinine manufacturers toward 
me will react, as their excellent drug does, and 
allay that baneful tever for protection under 
which they have been in a delirious stage for 
the last fifteen years, while. accumulating vast 
wealth. remain, vety respectfuily

THE AUTOBIOGRAPHY. 

1 was born in 1858, at Stamford Hill, Middle- 
sex. My parents removed from there to Stoke 
Newington, when I was sent to an infadt 
school. Some time afterwards I was taken by 
two pals ſcompantons] to an orenard to cop 
jeted!] some fruit, me being a mus [inex- 
perienced] at the game. This got to my father’s 
ears; when [ went home be set sbout me with 
a strap until he wag tired. He thought that 
was not enough, but he tied me to a bedstead:

It was foreseen last year—as, indeed, it was

Mr. tothe — 
traveled through the West and organ local 
meetings, in which the undoubted distress of 
the small farmere was proclaimed in «a de- 
aggressive form. ‘The fact that the 
extreme nationalists were busy in Con- 
pemara organizing an agrarian body 
alarmed such a decided anti-English politician 
as Jobu of Tuam, Who Wrote a pubiic letter de- 
nuuneing the proposed agitation. He feared that 
it would, unguided by somestrong mora! power, 
develop into a war, in which blood might be 
spilled and a landlord or two offered up as a 
propitiatory sacrifice. And then would come 
prociamations from Dublin Castle, a coercion 
bill from Parliament, and a magnificent harvest 
for the Royal Irish Coustabulary and e jailers. 
But still the fact remained that there was « 
starvation seare throughout the land. ‘The 
weather imported from the States, and duly in- 
voiced bv the New York Hera d daily, had left 
little or no hope of apyth ug like aa average 
barvest. The small farmers particularly had 
drawn on the savings of rears to get over the 
bard times of 1877 and 1878, and th nine cases 
out of ten Wey were noiless. What little 
yield their farms could give would barely 
suffice to give sans meat to 
their families during the year, let alone 
pay the rept, and already they were in 
debt to the tradesmen of the small towns. 
‘There was no doubt about it, they could not pay 
the rent, por could they the tradesmen in 
187% What were they ? There is a spirit 
among the Irisa people now whieb did not exist 
in 1 they are deaperate in their despair, and, 
bad the agitation been left in-the hauds of the 
official promoters, there would have been dap- 
gerous work ere this. 

NO MORE EMIGRATION. 


One thihg the people have fixed their bearts 
upon this time,—to stay io Ireland at any risk, 
and to hold fast by the land, whether they pay 
rent for it or not. In Mayo, and Galway, and 
Roscommon, at every market and every fair, 
the farmers had made that resolve to one 
another, and the very first attemot at eviction 
alter ‘Michaelmas would have been the signal 
for an uprising in the West. To spare the land 
this further misery the priests took up the land 
agitation. In the West they first met in their 
deaneries, and passed resolutions calling the 
attention of the landlords and the Government 
to the condition of the farmers, and calling for 
direct assistance from the ove, and a re- 
mission or reduction of rents frum the otbers. 
Every deanery in the West held meetings and 
published resolations bearing the signatures of 
the parieh priests; every county in Munster fol- 
lowed suit, as did many in Leinster; and alto- 
gether during the last torre months at least a 
thousand priests have afliced weir names to 
solemn statements averr.ug che deplorable con- 
dition of the country. hue this was gou on 
loeal meetings were being beld in the west of 
Ireland, and resolutions were being presented 
to the landiords or their agents by me tenantry. 
Up to the end of August not a single lindlurd 
had responded or offered the sligutest abste- 
ment of rents, and all hope fled that a good or 
even a moderate harvest could come to relieve 
the black prospect. in South and West the 
potatoes were rotting in the ground, and wheat 
was lost, or all but lost; the hay fleids were 
covered with melancholy lakes, and the prospect 
was as bad for the ng farmer as it was for the 
tiller.) The loss of the bay crops made it impos- 
sible for the grasier to hope for a profitabie pur- 
suit of his business during the winter, eyen if 
the importation of live cattle from your side had 
not reduced the prices of Irish beef, and mut- 
ton, and dairv produce in the English market. 
The graziers burried to get rid of their stock at 


‘any price at the faire, and the result was seen 


last weck at the great fair at Ballivasioe, where, 
while the supply of live stock waa far below the 
average, the prices greedily taken were littie 
more than half those realized the previous 
years. The small graziers had to sell out at any 
cost to pay even reduced rents. The wealthy 

raziers held back because they could not at- 
ord to sell their stock at a loss. They are 
waiting for better markets elsewhere. Another 
element of distress operated against the small 
occupiers of the West. More than at any other 
period during the past ten years, they emigrated 
to Engiand as harvestmen, there to earn, if pos- 
sible, the money to pay the rent for their miser- 
able Irish homesteads. Not more than ove in 
ten, I am told, have earned anything beyond 
mere sustenance. 


HEARTSICK AND EMPTY-HANDED. 


The agricultural depression in Engiand made 
work scarce and lowered the price of their labor, 
and bundrale of them ‘are coming back neart- 
sick and empty-handed to the wife aud the 
childher’’ at home. I witnessed a pitiable scene 
at Chester the other day. ‘here were three 
mg gt sly prematurely brokeo-down 
men, in taitered frieze clothes, who had tramped 
from Staffordshire to ey 0st and were without 
a penny to their way again to the west 
of 1 ana.

tor the past belf-year by W per cent, and, in a 
few instan to remit the.half-year’s rent e!to- 
gether. Io almost every case where the tempo- 
rary reduction or remission bas been made there 
was not whe slightest cuance of the tenaut be 
able to pay it,-—even in the reduced form,—a 
the practical result will be that the tenants, 
when the bad season is over,—if they live 
through it,—will start afresh in debt to the 
landlord as well as to che local tradesmen, who 
have iv self-defense been compelled to hightea 
the prospective misery by stopping credit. They 
will not vow part with their goods without 
ready money. There are few farmers who are 
not in debt to the tradesmen. I can venture to 
state that not a sipgie shopkeeper io this 
piace bas received money payment for 50 
per cent of the transactions with the small 
und moderate farmers within the last twelve 
months. Another as of the question is 
presented by the fact hitherto little noticed by 
the writers on the condition of affairs, that in 
most of the counties the rents paid for the past 
thirty vears have been so bigh that the tenants, 
especially the small tenants, from sixty to sev- 
enty acres downward, bave been precluded from 
saving. ‘Chey have, ia moderately prosperous 
nae been hardly abie to live. In exceptional- 
y good years they have been honest enough to 
pay off accumulated debts, and were thus left 
without capital to face the depression, It is 
idle to tell them that, as farming does not pay, 
they should take to some other business. There 
is DO Other dusmess to take to in Ireland. 
Emigrate then. They auswer they have not 
mouey to emigrate, and that the “ great shelter 
land,“ as Parnell calle the States, is chock full 
and does not want them. Besides, they are de- 
termined to stick to the land. They will not 
leave the land this time. This is simply the 
policy which Mr. Parnell recommends—to bold 
to the land under any circumstances, rent or 
no rent; to hold, in fact, Ireiaud for the Irish 
ageinstall odds. In face of this settled pas- 
sionate purpose of the people the iandiords 
themselves have a grievance. They are not of 
the thrifty tribe, and depend on their rents for 
subsistence, and calamity stares them in the 
face in almost as great a decree as the tenants. 
TURNING THE TABLES. 

„ What will the lindlords do!“ asked one of 
them in my presence yesterday, only to receive 
the reply from ove of his own tenants, Loet 
them take a turn at the workhouse or the 
ewmigrant-sbip. We did it often enough before.” 
But the one thing remains certain, that in the 
present temper of the people British law and 
landiord combinations are powerless. There 
cannot be, and I venture to say there will not 
be, any attempt at wholesale eviction. Mr. 
Parnell has by bis action prevented that possi- 
bilitv, and at all the meetings he has attended 
be has preached the welcome doctrine of re- 
sistance to any such expedient. No one 
landlord or proprietor is prepsred to face a 
social war N the paltey of evic- 
tion. When Mr. Parnell told the people to pay 
no more rent than they could afford, a majority 
of his colleagues ia the House of Commous were 
ready enough to declare that the man was gone 
mad, and most of them held aloof from we agi- 
tation on various pretenses. Some were ill, 
some bad business abroad, some could not agree 
with the principles of the member for Meath in 
the question. But by degrees the 
came Their constituents called them, an 
even Mr. Shaw, the leader.“ has been dragged 
at the chariot-wheels of his rival Paroell. Those 
who have refused. to go the whole nog are 
doomed by the constituencies, and, a ou 
the uncompromising advice of the leader of ob- 
struction, at least ten of the Irish Home-Rule 
members are to be ousted from their seats at 
the next election.

Nine years ago, when John Martin came to 
Meath as the popular candidate, he was de- 
nounced by a large section of the priests of 
Meath.

Even the 
prime mover of the opposition to John Martin, 
the Vicar-General, Archdeacon Nicholls, was 
foremost ou Sunday in proclaiming the loyalty 
of the priesthood, not only of Meath, but of ail 
Ireland. to the Parnell policy of uo surrenger.”

Anyone who knows 
Ireland kaows what an all-powerful iofluence 
they have on any public question, It would 
be idle to disguise eoother develop- 
ment in tbe political line. The land agi- 
tation bas an undoubted tendency to shelve the 
home-rule question. Home-rule would have 
been relegated to a back seat in the theatre of 
Irish politics but for the fact that Parnell is 
now the bome-rule leader ipso facto, and that 
in some form or other such men as Sallivan, 
O'Connor Power, Biggar, and even Shaw have 
gives in their adhesion to his leadership. The 
battle of the future will not be fought as a 
hoeme-rule conflict; but it wul be fought by the 
bome-rulers on the crx ot the La for the 
Pevoole and the People for the Land.“ The 
proposition, which you have already received 
from Parvell in New York, is, at all events 
simple. ‘ He proposes that, for the benefit of 
landiord and occupier, the State shall step in, 
purcbase the land from the landlord at a fair 
valuation, resell it to the tenant, and spread he 
payment over a long series of years, when 
the land becomes the absolute property 
of the occupier. The landlord is tobe paid by 
the State in consols, the interest on which is 
paid by the revenue contributed by the new 
purchasers, the State borrowing the caoital,— 
not providing it by taxation, as has been stated. 
There are many landlords who object to com- 
pulsory sales, but when next year comes there 
will be many more ready enougb to sell what 
will not be paying properties; so that there ts 
ever ime aps of a large pereentage of 
the 4 lords being ready and willing to support 
the Parnei! settlement, and, indeed, to accent 
the member for Meath as a benefactor of their 
elass,—that is, if the pressure of agitation is 
only kept up wer enough, and the tenants hold 
on to the land. With aid to do these twothings 
there is every probability that Mr. Paroell will 
live long enough to become the Hibernian 
Stein.

Grant took his departure for the East last Sat- 
urday night. Hie last week in California will 
certainly not readily be forgotten by the men 
now so eagerly expecteil in Chicago. The fare- 
well banquet, of some 250 covers, was gotten 
up on u Scale of magnificence which anywhere 
out of California would be considered extrava- 
gent. In the centre of the grand dining-room 
of the Palace Hotel bad been placed an orange- 
tree nearly fourteen feet bigh, the branches of 
which were fairly ladet down with fruit, and 
the leaves of which shone resplendent in the 
light of one electric bummer of 3,000 candle-pow- 
er and of another of 1,600 candie-power. In tne 
borhood of this orange-tree were two tall 
pines, sround which bad been intertwived ivy- 
vines; while in another portion of the apartment 
were lofty palm-trees, their leaves stretching 
upwards almost to the ceiling. Tropical ferns 
were interspersed with camellias of various col- 
ore, and clusters of tuberoses: while small 
-grches of violets were flanked by corbeilles of 
rich yellow, white, and red roses. In front of 
the Gisting uished guest was a superb mounted 
piece, in which the patissier uf the botel had 


most ekilifully represented jessamines, sweet- 


peas, tulips, camellias, japonicas, forget-me- 
nots, orange-blossoms, giadiolas, and many 
other flowers; while in its vicinity was another 
elegant structure representing every variety of 
fruit, from the luscious apricot to the unpre- 

water-melon. Besides the Jablochkoff 
burners already slladed to, nearly 300 gas-jets 
contributed to illumme the avartment, which 
was further decorated with handsome silken 


It being a Californian banquet, the wines 
chosen were 
EXCLUSIVELY THOSE OF THE GOLDEN STATE; 
and, without passing an opinion as to whether 
California Champagnes, Burgundies, Sherries, 
and brandies are likely in the near future to 
shut out from Eastern cellars the vintages of 
France and Spain, I am free to admit that the 
Ban Jose white wine (1874) which accompanied 
the first course is in every way as fine a table- 
wine as any Kuropean product. Considering the 
ravages of the phylloxerain France this year, 
it seems probabie that the efforts of the Associ- 
ated Wine-Growers of this State to have Cali- 
fornia wines given a fair trial in the East will 
pre long be crowned with success. 

It is almost to be regretted that Gen. Grant’s 
temperance principles did not permit of bis 
passing judgment upon any of these wines; but 
at the close, as at the commencement, of the 
banquet, the array of glasses before bim re- 
meined base upwards. ‘This, however, did not 
pre vent his making a speech decidedly sparkling 
with humor. Alluding to his presente at the 
Pioneers’ Banquet the night before, Grant said: 
1 hope that another twenty-five years will not 
elapse before 1 am able to visit you again. 
Tuouch I saw no old men amopg the Pioneers, 
yet possibly, were 1to remain away another 
quarter of a century, I might bave to confess 
thet some of you were looking old.

This 1 
have no doubt is one of many cases in which the 
whole blame of failure, flight, aud fraud is laid 
at the door of Mining stovks. Were the cause 
of some of the Fall-River embezziements to be 
investigated, it might be found that something 
besides mining stocks had ruined the defauiter. 
There are such things as coal, and railroad, and 
gas stocks, wine, women, and generally ex- 
pensive tastes, which may bave contributed to 
a man’s downfall. : 
The fact that it bas till recently been con- 
sidered-rather a disgrace in the East fora busi- 
ness- man to acknowledge that be was interested 
in miuln stocks, has doubtless aided in bring- 
ing about the impression that the last named 
are 80 prolific a source of ruin, and the heavy 
decline in the Oensolidated Virginia and Cali- 
fornia shares, so largely held Bast, unquestion- 
ably fostered this sentiment. As a consequence 
it would seem that while, with the revulsion o 
feeling at present taking place. on this point, 
wealthy New-Yorkers and Bostonians «re now 
by no means averse to taking part in mining 
schemes, vet they are so détermined not to be 
victamized that they do their level best, when a 
mining man from this Coast approaches them, 
TO GET THE B£TTER OF HIM. 


Numbers of persons having mines or stocks t 
sell bave returned heré disgusted, alter sojourn- 
ing for weeks at the Fifth Avenue Hote! and 
Parker House. They say that, wide-mouthed as 
are the capitalists of this Coast, they are noth- 
ing like so voracious as their brethren on the 
shores of the Atiantic. Thetatter are described 
as ready enough to get uo a syudicate ior the 
sale of stock or mines, provided the members of 
said syndicate shall get their stock for pext to 
nothing, and thus themselves absorb the lion’s 
share of the profits. So far from (ending their 
influence in furtherance of any mining matters, 
they will only sed it, and that on pretty hien 
terms. They will take stock when guaranteed 
by responsible parties against loss, but they are 
less ready to pay cash down for properties than 
capitalists here. OF course, the great improve- 
ment in general business East bas bad some 
thing to do with this disinclination to assume 
risks ip minins. Where money can be 60 
profitably employed in iron, wheat, groceries, 
and almost every other article of merchandise, 
its value is changed from what it was six or nice 
montbs ago. 

This business-revival seems slowly wending 
its way to these shores. Within the last week 
or so, farmers have refused $2. and in some 
cases $2.124¢ per centai for wheat to be taken 
from thir own barns; and sugar rose 14 
cents between Wednesday and Friday, coffee 
rising in proportion. From the country there 
is an increased demand both for money and 
goods, while the iujury to the vines in France 
will naturally cause renewed activity in the 
‘wine industry here. The lack of tonnage to 
carry away the wheat surolus is directing atten- 
tion to the absence of California-built ships, 
and people are agitating with a view to this 
ceasing to be the case. Of course, much of this 
business-im)»provement is the mere reverberation 
of the revival in the East: but, on the other 
hand, some portion of it is due to the fact that 
people bere are gradually coming round to the 
behef that the new Constitution will not revo- 
lutionize California, as Kearney and bis friends 
proposed it should. Stock-brokers, for im- 
stance, have, it seema, determined not to call in 
their, margin-accounts, but to await the action 
of the Legislature at Sacramento before making 
any change in their present system of doing 
businees. While the pew Conatitation forbids 
their doing margin-business, yet it prescribes no 
penalty whatever for their viviating this evact- 
ment; and hence they on!v propose adding to 
the ir blanks a clause by which the customer un- 
dertakes to

that he might institute after being sola out. 
The anti-margin clauses of the new Constitu- 
tion, which impartial persons. here consider 
would, if carried out, contribute to steadiness 
in the stock market, have been, and still are, so 
strenuousiy opposed by the leading brokers, be- 
cause the present sysiem has enabled them to 
amaes ſortunes by loaning th: ir money on stocks 
at IM und 1½ per cent monthly interest com- 
pounded. in no other dustmess could they make 
this big interest vun so little risk; for, having, 
as the blanks at reset in use stipulate, the 
rigut to sell out @ customer with or without no- 
tice, at any time, and ouly loaning 50 per cent 
of the market value of stocks. they are practi- 
cally protected at all times. Some of them go 
so far as to say that, if the Legislature impose 
a penalty for transacting margin business, tucy 
will go out of business, as the commissions on 
cash transactions are inadequate com vepsation 
for their time and their outiays. There can be 
no doubt as to brokers” commissions being now 
very much smaller than in the “good old 
t mes when Yellow Jacket, sow: selling tor 
$14, was quoted at $575; when Savage, now 
$12, was $1,000; when Crown Point, now ul- 
most unsalabie at $4, was strong at $500; and 
when Imperial. now, in the cut-up condition of 
its shares, shaky at $1, was, in its pristine undi- 
vided state, fhm et $142. Those were the 
glorious days when a broker was secure of mak- 
ing at least $500 commissions per day. 

Only vesterGay lL saw a now seedy individual 
who, at the time reierred to, was a weil-to-do 
operator. One day, entering the ring, he of- 
fered to sell 200 shares of a stock gone long 
since where the woodbine twineth, and veleped 
Pond, at 5 a share, seiler 30. Considering the 
thing a wildcat, the operator determined not to 
cover his short sale before the close of the 
month. Meanwhile the stock declined, and on 
the afternoon of the th day our man bid 4 for 
200 Pond. No response. He next bid 444, but again 
there was no ene. Thinking there happened 
to be no stock offering that particular afternoon, 
the operator determined to postpone filling until 

the following morning. Then for the first time 
be perceived what a Pond be had fallen into. 
Hie commenced bidding 5, 6, 8 10, 15, 20, for 
the stock. All waseiient. Thereevidentiy was 
no Pond about. He doubied bis vids,—40, 50, 75, 
100, and still no response. Fraatice with excite- 
ment, be shouted 128. 150, two hundred dol- 
lars. And then came asbort, sharp “ Sold!” 
across the ring, and the man paid 840.000 for 
what he had sold for $1,000. Of course the 
moral of the story is, that, before shorting 
Pond, he should have obtained the passage of 
an anti-corner rule, such as now prevails in 
Ubicago.

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Exploits---A Bloody Feud. 


The Negro Whippers and the Still Hunt 
of Justice—-Dr. Robsoa’s Story. 


Correspondente New York Herald. 

Linton, Ga., via Sparta, Oct. 95.—As I closed 
my last letter I was just starting from Milledge- 
vill for the Block Soring Church distriet, which 
is the, headquarters of the region over which the 
“swamp angels’ hold sway. Before leaving | 
learned that Mrs. Whidp, the sister of the Ray 
boys, whose lives had been threatened, was 
lying dangerously il] from convulsions brought 
on dy fnght, she having been at Robson’s 
house when the buroing and shooting took 
place. I also heard that Mr. Barnes, one of the 
Grand Jury that ſodieted the Ennises for whip 
ping the negro, Cicero, had been forced to take 
refuge in Milledgeville, though this report 
Jacked confirmation. The greatest excitement 
prevailed over the outrages in the county, and 
the people were determined that the outlaws 
should be taken, but seemed. utterly without 
any definit method as to how the capture shoul 
be effected. Said one: , 

A CAMPAIGN IMPOSSIBLE. 

“If we were to get up a posse of 100 men, as 
we could easily do in this town, and go out 
after these men, we should have the most des- 
perate work. While there- may not be over 
eight or ten men actually engaged in this burn- 
‘ing and killing, they have brave and reckless 
relatives who would not see them run over. An 
attempt, therefore, to overrun the infected dis- 
trict might put twenty desperate mec in arms 
against us, and, even if we succeeded in whip- 
ping them out, they would take refuge in the 
swamps, and we could never take them. They 
must be taken stealthily.““ ' 

FRIGHTENED INTO SILENCE, 

As lleft Milledgeville and rode out toward 
Block Spring Church 1 passed through a rich 
and prosperous country, thinly settled, but 
having a contented and quiet people. I stonped 
irequeyily ou the route, and where opportunity 
offered would drop into questions as to the out- 
laws. There was the strongest reticence maoni- 
fested whenever this subject was mentioned. 
Wherever I could get at all confidential the 
most I could do was to get this: 

See bere now, stranger, I don’t know you 
nor your aimings, but I’ve got a family here 
and I’ve got property, and 1 can’t afford to get 
mixed up with any of these troubles, so I' be 
moving!“ I met a negro who was working at a 
sawmill, and after some preliminary talk I 
asked him if he. knew anything about these 
troubles. 

Now, look here, boss,” he said “I didn’t 
want to come here to work pobow, but thar’s 
Fox told me ef I would keep my mouthsbut and 
not take uo trom in' around I wan’t gwine to 
get shot or whipped, aud I’se gwine to do it.” 

THE BELEAGUERED HOUSE. 

As I rode up to Dr. Robson's house | felt that 
1 would at last get at the heart of the matter 
that had paralyzed every tongue in half a 
county. I saw the desolate ruins of the burned 
houses and the ecarcely jess desolate big 
house in which the dought Doctor lived. As 1 
approached the door a half dozen men appeared 
oh the plaza api looked at me with 
curious eyes. A one-legged man, witb a brown 
mustache and pleasant face, carried a Winches- 
ter rifle.— a perfectly useless precaution as far 
as I was concerned. I frankly made known my 
purpose and stated that I would like to look 
over the premises and talk with Dr. Robson. 
The ove-legged man. a veteran of the late War, 
of distinguished gallantry, was Mr. J. A. Rob- 
son, of Washipgton County, and brother of the 
beleaguered Doctor. I was invited into the 
house, and was introduced to several gentle- 
men, who were relatives or connections of the 
Robsons, and who bad come over to assist in 
bolding the fort. They were all beavil: armed, 
ind justified the impression that they would be 
able to hoid the house against a regiment of 
outlaws. There were no ladies in the house, 
they having been sent out of the reach of dau- 
ger. All the valuabies bad been taken out of 
the house, the piano, silver, ete., haying been 
moved to a place of salet v. The premises had 
been stripped for a siege which had been hourly 
expected. 


THE SHADOWED MAN. 

Dr. Robson himself was the opposit.of what I 
bad expected, hav. ng agenial face, blue e.es, 
and frank, hospitable manners, that d‘d not 
suggest the bieody work be had been through 
durig the past few vears. While a perfectly 
brave man, be bad evidently had enough of the 
ontlaws, aud was reluctant to say or do any- 
thing that would provoke a renewal of the hos- 
tilities. His brother said to me: 

It is enough to break a wan down to de in 
constant dread of assasinationu ; to never be able 
to go out without feeling that an assasin is 
couched beuſmd each bush and that a bullet may 
be sent through bis head at any moment. Be- 
sides this my brother bas valuable property here 
that is virtually at the mercy of these men. He 
bas a fine crop, and stock, and houses. ( 
course thev cannot burn this house down while 
we are in it, for we stand guard every night, 
but the very night we leave it they may destroy 
it. 


AN AMBUSH. PLANNED. 


“What do you propose to do!“ I asked one 
of the men. 

We do not know. Our first purpose was to 
hunt these fellows down and kill them wherever 
we found them. My brother, you see, saw one 
of the men who shot at bim the night they 
burned bis gin and cotton. This fellow was not 
twenty steps off, and in the light ofthe fire my 
brother saw bim distinctly, aud will swear to 
him vositively. He took deliberate aim and 
fired from behind a clump of bushes. When 
my brother was in town he gave us the name 
of this man, and that was all we wanted to 
know. We knew who this fellow’s gang were, 
and we organized right there to go after the 
whole crowd. We got twelve men together, 
myself and brothers, the Ray do s, and some 
others,—and went out to where my brother’s 
bouse was, taking bim with us. We had then 
only shotguns and pistols and were waiting for 
rifles. As soon as we got there we determined 
to go and surround the house of an old man at 
Whieh several of the ontlaws lived, ana lay in 
wait till some of them came in, when we would 
rush in and take him. We were all ready for 
tnis raid when Judge Sanford, the Ordinary of 
the county, persuaded us not to have any vio- 
lence, but to wait on the law and let it flud the 
villains and punish them. The Doctor agreed 
that this might be tbe best course: You see he 
feit sure if we went in and cleaned the crowd 
up there would be enough of them left to put 
a torch to every house he bas. It chafes him 
awtully to have to stand such things, but there 
seems to he no help for it.“ 

TICKLISH DETECTIVE WORK. 

“You can’t stay here and guard the prop- 
erty all the time!“ 

No, and we are thinking about leaving in s 
short time bow. Some of our boys have gone 
already. You see, it is known ali through here 
that the Governor bas sent down detectives to 
this section, and the murderers are laying pret- 
ty lu. They don’t know who the detectives 
are or where they are. It they could only get 
their bands on the detectives and strangle them 
then we should have our hands full. You 
see, two of the men we suspect are the 
outlawed Ennis bovs who killed Lumsden, the 
revenue officer, eighteen months ago. They 
have to keep hid out of sight when the detect- 
ives are about. It would go bard with them if 
they were caught. We dov’t look for any 
trouble until the detectives have been spotted 
or have given up the case and left the county.” 

Dr. Robson said: I propose to stay here uotil 
I can sell out my property or rent it, when 1 
shall leave for some place whefe my wife will 
be safe. I shall keep notbing valuable m my 
house if [ can help it, and I shall try and keep 
the torch away from it.“ 

THE CICERO FEUD. 

We asked him if there were any persons in 
the county who bad a grudge against him. He 
replied, * I knowof oniv the men—the Ennises 
ho had a fuss with Cicero at the camp-meet- 
ing, and who afterward whipped I took 
kim into my yard and sent them word to come 
there and whip bim, if they dared. I was in- 
strumental in having the true bills sworn out, 
and Cicero was killed as be was riding to court 
to testify. My sawmill had been burned down 
a night or two before this. I do not kvow of 
any personal enemies that I have in the county.“ 

4 GOOD MAN’S HISTORY. 

There are some persons who claim that Dr. 
Robson has al wavs been a contentious man, and 
thet these arsauits have been made upon him 
because of his uverbearing temper and through 
his personal enemies. This cannot be true. He 
is @ man of the most pleasing manvers. He 
ran a short time since for Tax Receiver, one of 
tlie most lnérative of the county and 
barely missed election. He is hospitable, 
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few friends io the neigh 
“turned up there alone after the War.” 
was several years ago. 

A KNIFE MUSS. 

Dr. Rodson had another difficulty with two 
men over a land t and while they were dis- 
cussing the matter they clipcbed and Robson 
eut them both with bis knife. He is now 
friepdiv with these men. These are the vrinci- 
pal diffieuities he has bad, and neither of them 
enn de connected in the slightest way witm the 
present trouble. The’ only cause that can be 
assigned for it is that be took the part of the 
negro with whom certain men in the county 
had bad a persona! difficulty. 

DISCOURAGED DETECTIVES. 


It is hard to predict what will be the outcome 
of the outrages committed in this section. The 
detectives sent out by the Governor are doing 
their best, but two of the-preliminary moves 
made by them have gone awry, and they are very 
mued discouraged. it seems impossible to con- 
vict any of the parties who have been doing the 
work. 

BONNER’S ACQUITTAL. 

The only trial vet had was the trial of Bon- 
ner, who was cnarged with the buroing of old 
Luke Robinson’s gin and with firing upon the 
boy, the news of which outrege | telegraphed 
you as a postscript to my last letter. Oid man 
Robinson is a veteran of the War of 1812 and 
draws a pension regularly. He is a quiet, inof- 
fensive, but very determined old man. He has 
had for a long time about his premises a negro 
boy that he bas raised and of whom he was very 
food. A party of men a few months age 
whipped a negro woman and s child, and then 
calied at old man Robinson’s place for tne pur- 
pose of whipping this boy. Ihe old veteran 
protested against the violence and cruelty they 
were about to engage in. and at last drove them 
off before they had seriously injured the boy. 
Mr. Robinson’s daughter swore that she recog- 
utred Bonuer in the crowd, and he was arrested 
and put upon trial. Whew the trial came off 
he was acquitted, it is said the jury standing 
eleven for conviction and one for acquittal. 
The jury remained together until it was found 
to be impossible to convict, and then gave it up. 

ANOTHER OUTRAGE. 


On Saturday night Mr. Robinson having been 
warned that his house would be burned, gave 
this negro boy a gun and put him in the barn to 
stand guard. About 12 o’clock a lively fusiilade 
was heard and the bov came running into the 
bouse. He said he had seen a crowd of, men 
baving guns walking about the barn, and that 
he slipped Gewn and tried to get over a fence 
and behind a fodder stack, from which poict he 
eould see them plainly. As he went over the 
fence ther shot at him, the bail knocking his 
bat off. He fell behind the fence and fired at 
bis assailants. As he did se he saw two men 
running across the lot with torehes in their 
hands. He says he recognized Beoner as ove 
of these men. He fred again and they fired at 
him, the bullet going through his coat, when 
they fled and he did the same. He 
swore.aiso that as be was runpiug across 
the open lot a dog sprang on him, which he rec- 
ognized fully as Bonner’s dog, and one that al- 
most invariably followed him. Bonner was ar- 
resied,‘and a trial had before a Justice of the 
Peace. Bonner’s little daughter swore that her 
Ia ler was at home when the shooting and 
burning vecurred, and did not leave home that 
night. Ano her witness swore that be passed 
Bonner’s bouse at the hour of the outrage, and 
that he distinctiv heard Bouner's dog barking. 
It was sworn also that the boy had asked Mr. 
Robinson to let him stand guard that night, 
and the impression was creaied that he had 
fixed up the whole matter to gratify bis resent- 
ment against Bouner.. The boy has been taken 
out of the county by the authorities. and will ve 
produced iu the regular trial. The coat and 
bat, with the bullet-holes through them, will 
also be produced. 


JUSTICE BAFFLED. 


Another attempt was made by the issuance of 
eeven werrants from the Hancock Superior Court 


against Ben Ennis, Ben Brown, Junkibs, and 


several oihers. Au attempt was made to en- 
force these warrants, but utterly without effect. 
The menabsegted themselves when the conosta- 
bles were about, or moved in such force that it 
was impossible to arrest them. Great alarm 
was feit at Linton, a sma!! place of afew houses, 
to which the Roy boys, brothers-ia-law of Rob- 
gon, used toretire at night durimg the trouble. 
It was said hat the outlaws were coming totake 


Of { them out and burn the bouses in which thy 


were caught. It was thought best, therefore, 
toabandcn the search for the present. The 
outiaws, or rather those suspected, are very 
defiant, and say that there will be troute 
if an attempt is made to hound them 
dowo. The general imoression seems to be 
that the Ennis boss, who Were forced into the 
swamps after killing Lumsijen. and who are 
still hiding out, are at the bottom of all this 
trouble, though their father declares that they 
bave left the country. 


THE GOVERNOR TO COME IN PERSON. 


In the meantime letters have been sent to 
Gov. Colquitt beggmg him not to give up the 
matter until the outlaws are taken and Killed 
or driven out. He hassent word that he will 
keep his detectives on the ground and will spare 
no trouble or expense to get a clew that may be 
run down without dglay or doubt. He says 
also that he will go down in person next week 
aud see what can be done to relieve the people 
from the depredations of these men and restore 
peace to the troubled section. Even after the 
men are spotted, which will be in a very short 
time, it will require desperate work to take 
them. The swamp just behind the scene of 
their dépredations is almost impenetrable, and 
they are familiar with ali its recesses and secret 


ways. 


SOUTH CAROLINA. 


Southern Devices for Preventing a Fair Fx- 
pression of Political Preferences—A Talk 
with the Hon. Joseph HK. Rainey.

The Hon. Joseph H. Rainey, of Georgetown, 
8. C., arrived in Cleveland the beginnine of the 
week, and is quartered at the Forest City House. 
Mr. Rainey is an ex-member of Congress, baving 
represented the First Districtof bis native State 
in the legislative halls of Washington for nine 
years.

NORTH-SHORE MINES. 


A Detroit Company Make Splendid Gold 
Discoveries—Prospects of Silver Mines. 
To the Editor of the Detroit Post and Tribune. 

A sbort time ago Mr. Peter McKellar, a north- 
shore mineral land explorer of great experience, 
arrived ip this city with the object of interest-

They powdered and 
panned numerous specimens, and in cvery case 
found a plentiful sprinkling of free gold, As- 
says were made as high as $2,000 per ton. 
Working only one day, they brought away over 
half a ton of the ore, carrying it to Prince Ar- 
thur’s Landing. They selected and laid aside 
most of the fine pieces as specimens, and sent 
the balauce of the ore to the mill, which, when 
stamped and concentrated in a very imperfect 
manner, proved a value of between $1,100 and 
$1,200 per ton of concentrations, or $45 per 
ton of ore; thie from an opening only about 
five feet deep on the lode, and from ore 
from which all the richest specimens had been 
selected, and also from the fact that the entire 
vein matter from wall to wall had been taken 
in the test, is considered wonderfally rich, and 
at this valuation even would give enormous 
profits. A piece of the ore assayed here, .pur- 
posely selected as @ very poor specimen, not 
showing any gold to the eye, even with the aid 
of a strong maguifying-glass, gave a result of 
$196 per ton. 

Upon the results of these trials a party was 
at once formed, consisting of some of our best 
known business men, to purchase the property, 
and ope of the number sent, togotber with a 
well-known mining expert, to carefully exam'ne 
and report upon the property. The exvert’s 
report is not yet at band, but is expected in a 
lew days. „ however, remarked that ne was 
weil pleased, and considered it a very excellent 
prospect, and that with some of the ore be could 
make good wages powdering it up in a common 
mortar and washinginapan. 

Eiant barrels of the ore taken out of the 
lode and containing tne entire vein matter from 
wall to wall were brought do n. which it is pro- 
posed to send East for treatmient, 80 that the 
correct value sball be ascertained. The vein 
matter is compesed of quartz charged with iron 
pyrites and ſree gold. some of it visible to the 
naked eve. The over and under lay to the 
depth of several inches on each wall is also 
highly cbarged with mineral, with some free 
gold, but its value bas not ret been ascertained. 
The quartz portion of the lode is from tweve to 
eighteen inches in wiath. ‘The walls of granit 
are splendidly defined, showing a true fissure 
vein. There seems to be no doubt that the 
gentlemen interested have secured a 
very valuable property, especialiv as 
the vein seems to de 80 thoroucly 
charged with tne gold, it deing foun 
throughout its entire length as far as exposed

mer, all showing silver in quantity, and it is 
expected that some, if not ail these properties, 
will be placed soas to be worked with a will 
next ear. 0
